2. TJie xSocLoly shnll consist of Felhnvst HcmorarTp' Fellow's, CorrespoiRh 
Lug Members, end I^dy Associatesa. 

Ciinclidates for admiHc^ion iis Fellow's must sign tlie Form of Applica¬ 
tion prescribed by the C'ouncil, and must l>o propose^! by a Fellow and 
seconded by tw'o ijiembers of the Council. Admission shall be by ballot. 

4. Tlie Sec^retaries shall luiiise the names of the Candidates and of their 
Proposers to be inserted in the billet calling the Meeting at wliich they 
are to be balloted for» The Ibillot may lie taken for all the Candidates 
named iii the billet at once; but if three or more black balls npiyear, the 
Chaimian of the Meeting shall cause the Candhiates to be Imllotetl for 
singly^ Any Candidate receiving less than two-thirds of the vot<?s given 
shall not be admitte<l. 

5. Honorary Fellow's shall consist of i>ersons eminent in jVreliffiolog^% 
wdio must be ret^ommendetl by the Coimelh and balloted for in the saine 
way as Fellows; and they shaU not be huble for any fe&A of admission or 
annual subscriptions. Tho numWr of Honorarj^ Fellow's slndl not exi^ecnl 
twenty-five.

ii. Corresponding ilpnibons mmt be recommended by ihe Council and 
bnllotetl for in the iMime wny n» Fellows, mid they shall not be liable for 
any fees of admission or annual subscriptions^ 

7, Ladies who have dune valuable work in the field of Arcba^dog^'^ may 
be admitted as Lady AssocLates. The inimhor of Lady Associates slmU 
not exceed twenty-five^ They shall be proposed hy the Council and 
balloted for in the szime way as Fellows^ and shall not l>e liable for any 
fees of admission or annual subscriptions. 

8- Before the name of any i>ersoii is addeil to the IJat of Fellows* such 
person shiill imy to the funds of the Society Two Guineas as m\ entmnc'o 
fee and One Guinea for the current 3"eaFs subscriptioin or may eontjxjund 
ft>r the entrance fee and all annual subscriptions by the |Ktymerit of 
L'wenty finiirci.ts at the time of iwimission. FeOows may compound ff)r 
future annual subscriptions by a siiigle payment of Fifteen Guineas after 
having i>aid live annual subscriptions i or of Ten Guineas after ha\'itig 
j>akl ten annual fiuhscri]>tions. 

9* I'he suinscription of One Guinea shall become due the 30th Nov- 
ember in eaeb j^ear for the year then couiineiicing; and if any Fellow who 
has not compounded shall fall to j>fly the subscription for thrw successive 
years* tine a]iidication having been made IVir luiyriierit, the Trcasiu'cr shall 
re[jort the same to tlie Council, by whose authority the name of the 
defaulter muy be erased from the list of Fellow^s. 

Ub Every Fellow not being in arrears of tlve annual sulwcription shall 
l>e entitled to receive tbe jiriiited ProcseedingH of the Society from the 
date of election. 

I L None but Fellows si mil vote or hold ofliire in the Society^ 

12- ^^ubject to the Liws and to the cioiitrol of the Society in General 
Meetings* the affairs of the So<'iety shall be managed by a Ooimcil elected 
and appointed as herciiuifter set forth. Five ^Eeinljcrs of the L'ouncLl 
shall be a ciuomiu. 

13, The Office-Hearers of the Society^ shall consist of a Prcaidentt tliree 
Vice-PresiileiitST two SecTOtaries for generiil ]iurposes, two Secretaries for 
Foreign Gorresjiondencet ii Treasurcri two Curators of the Museum* a 
Ciirntcjr of Coins, and u Librarian Tlie President siudl Ih? elected for ii 
fa>titHl of five years* jiikI the Vice-Preshlents for n |K?riod of tliree years.

14. In iiecortlaiiee with tho agrwwciit aiil>a)rttiiig betweini the Soeiety 
and the (iovernment, tho Ihmrcl of Mnniifnetures (now the Retard of 
Triwtceft) sluill be roprewented t>n the Council by two of it a Memljers (Wing 
Felhtws of tho Socitfty) olotHed aoinially by the l^oeiety. 'I’ho Treasury 
shall be representod on the Council by the King's* atid T^nl Treiisitrer'a 
Roinenibnntcor (In;!rig a Fellow of the Society). 

lo. 'I’hc Council ahn.ll consist of the ORiw'-lJearera, the three reprosentn- 
tive Meiiibora above s[)eeiHecl, anti iiino Fellows, elcrdctl bj' the Society. 

16. Three of the nine oIctAed .Members of Council sliall retire aiiiiunlly 
by rotation, and shall not again W eligibie till alter the lapse of one 
year. \''acaneies among the elected ilciiibcra of Coimi'U and Oflice- 
lieariTs oticurriiig by completion of term of offiia', by retirement on iKita- 
tion, bv resignation, by df?atU or otherwise, shall be fllletl by eleeiiou nt 
tho Annual tlencml Meeting. The election shall bo hy Ballot , uiKiii a list 
issiteil by the Council for that jmejmse to the Fellows at least fLiurteeii 
dnys before the Meeting,

ings when they see cause.

21. Unless sj>t?clal arrangements to the contrary have been made, 
copyrigiit cji JTW Prfu-f^ings and of all t>ai»crs printed tiienun. as well as 
of all lllustrMiona, shall Whnig to the Society, Tliis proviHiim shall not 
njfplv to illustrations made from blocks borrtiwed froiui outside auureea.

It seems to have been first noticed alnjut IStHI by 
Robert \\'elsh Anderson, son of the shepherd on Kirkho]» Sheep Farm, 
then a lad bat now.' retired and resident in Pecldes, It was orlfpnaUy 
associateil with o t'airii of stones, but on tlvp jiistruetions of his mtister, 
Mr flimon Idntoii of Gieiinitb, Anderson brcnifflit it 300 yards (!own the 
hill and pliieetl it within a railed onrlosure, where it reniahied until quite 
recently, when, at the instance of Mr Grieve, it was transferred to

tlio shelter of the Peebles Museum. In the interval the cairn hnri l>een 
removed and the stones utilised to build a dyke.

Even after it Intd l>een plar'cd within the enelnsure, the monument 
failed to uttra<-t the attention it desL*r\'ed, until it w‘as re-discovered by 
Mr Grieve a year nr two ajjo. In 1D10 the late Dr Clement Gunn mentions 
it, along wdth an ancient font, a pisidna and a inuderii memorial cross, 
as marking an old ecclesiaatit:al site ‘'on the left «idc of New holm Hum.

Lhifortiinutely, hinv* 
e^ er- the tank of intoq>retatioiu diffirult enough hi any ease, has t^een 
reiitleretl still more ilitficnilt by a breakage. Part of tlie siH-ond Hne is 
a wan ting, nor is it possible to stay with cc-rtainty how many letters are 
missing.

As to its exact nge nothing very definite can be saiid* When Mr 
Xash WiDisims first saw it, he was so mueb iinpi^essed by the eompara- 
tively gfKid quality of the lettering ihiit lie was dis|Kised to fix iii>on 
A.l>. 550 as the vei^' latest i>ossible date for the iuscription. Against 
that may in-rhaps be set the letter R with its almost ImrbHintal taiL

Ill 188d and 1887 Kir |jinda*rt Playfair spent a good deal of time 
studying the stones ami iiad numerous pliotographs taken. If he ever 
eoiitem]>lated puhlieatkm, lie alwindoneil the idea anil Imndtal hia notea 
over to Ur J!ay Fleiiiingt who in turn put tliem at the disposal of the 
late Mr Alan Keith wlicn ht? was preparing his "Cluirehynrd Memorials 
of St Andrews’* for the ProceaUngs.* Mr Heid's T^'iier does not ehiim 
to be exhaustive. Thus, wliile be l>e|pns iH'forc the Reformation and 
eomos down beyond 17117, the date fixed i>y the Royal Warrant ajiiHiiiit- 
ing tlie Qiminission, be suys nothing at all about a good many of the 
iiioriunients wdtli which 1 shall have to deaL He makes one or two 
excellent points, and his iiifeetiouH eiitbusiasm is irrosistible. But he 
d(M-s not attempt to graiiple with the more ilifflcult inscriptions, and ho 
was severely bandieapiH'ii by having had no opportunity of actiuiunting 
himself witii local history, u weaknm< that oecasioiiaJly leads him into 
c?rro]ieous identiti cat ions. So far as the stones now in the Catheriral 
Museum are eoncenied, and they tbrm more than three-tpiarters of the 
whole. Ur Hay Fleming’s Catnioffuf, wliieh appeaoxl jn 1931. redis¬ 
covers tlie i>ast alnHil as eiTectiially as it would Ik* possible for anyone 
to do. His kiHMvledge of so^'elltee^lth-century St AfidrewH was nn- 
rividled, ami be throws a Hood of light on the "little lives" of many of 
the indivitiunis comnieinorBtf'fl. Mudi of my ioformation is drawn from 
his p’tg’^s. 

Had he lieeii ns coniiieteiti to deid with lapidary iiisc‘ri]itions as with 
local rectirds, the Ktiyal roiiiniissioii might safely have adopteti hia 
necount of the wtones ivliicli he dcscrilH-s. Bat he was almost inimeent 
of I,atin. the Innguagi* used in many of the epitjt]ihs. Nor was. Up 
altogether happy in his c*li«iee of ft l■ol]Jllx>^it^}^ to reiot*dy the deft?ct, 
for not merely are the renderings inelegant but every now and again they 
art? disligured by w'rious blunders,* These being the mnens. it is hiirtily

similar fa.slnon is doubtless due m great mensnre tfi the fact thati when 
the lxM>k was piLssing thrungb the jiress. the litithor was already gravely 
ill and quite Unable to undertake the Ltid]j^]>eTi^able task of verifieatuin. 
Except ill one or two partieular instances, it has not i«?emtvpl neeesHikry 
to call attention to the numerons jKjinta of difFerence l>etween us. The 
eiirious eiin readll_v dLirover these for themselves. Here it wiil he einnigli 
t-o say that, wherever I have come iipcm an error or an omission, I have 
done my best to remtMly the defect. Tliat, T am sure, m wlint Dr Hav 
Fleming himself would have wishefL He wasi a man of strong character, 
and a relentless insistence upon meticulous accuracy in others vvas more 
characteristic of him tlmn miything else, unless indeeil it were liis dec]> 
and abiding love of St Andrews. 

CltiHifiJiraii07U —^^"hl]e ndherhig to ITtJT ns the Litnitmg date, 1 have 
been able to compile ii list of H2. items lielonging to the jK>st-Heformati<iit 
jierh>fi.

Tlie sloping sidcs^ and ends presentt^tl the iiia.wn wllli four iliflerent 
surfactes on which to exert'ise his skill, w hile? the ritlge in the centre wma 
fn^quently hrond enough to offer him ii fifth. Tlie ends were usually 
reserved for coata-of-nrrnH, initials, chenibs, the efinventionul Hvtnlwls 
of mortalliy, and the like. The main feature of eaih of the siih-^ %vas

As « rule, but not iilwnj'a, 
tiiesie latter are in relief. Occasionally, as on, Nos, 4, 10, and 12, a wile’s 
initials am incfisetl, while her hufelaind’s arc in relief, a convent inn which 
may have some sigrulicjance. altliough I liave failed to discover what 
it ia. It will lie evident that, in the nature of things, there was no one 
tKilnt from wliieb I lie devices nnd inscriptiDn.4 on all four (or five) wu rfnccs 
would lie conveniently visible.

— The fact that there is hut a ainglo surface to Iw 
dealt ivith allows of niucb more variatioii in the treat merit of the 
rcenmbciit slabs. No. 5S, for example, lifia the s"t«rk simplicity of the 
plainest of modem headstones, lacking as it does tbf alriioat ubiquitous 
ndjiiuct of a beraldic acliievement, so ebararteristic of an uge when the 
iiurgess was us prtiud of hts roat-of-anns as was the eoiintiy- geutlctuaii. 
At the opposite extreme of eluborntiori is No, 10 (Fig. 1), and lietw'een 
these two there are many gradations. Among de<*orative devices the 
inscribtai i>aucJ, displaj'cd on a scrolled cartouche, is fnaiuently employed, 
just as it is on the co|aal stoiios.

is taken from the north, and shows the buildings very much us they are 
to-jlay, Altliougli there is no sign of any wall, there must have Iweii 
one immediately ladiind the artist, for the idea of an uiienelosisi ( Imreh- 
yartl is untlunkalde, and iHdw'ceii the ajaa-tator and the Cathedml «re 
many toiul>stotie». all laid thit i^teept lor one “heud-stonc" and one 
“tahle-stone.” Xed merely, therefore, is this "now part of tlie cliureh- 
yaffh” It must have lieen part of the "Conmion Biiriahidaep" of winch 
Slonteith speaks. But very few of the numerous gmvos whieli it (-oiilains 
are, 1 think, of earlier date than some tinie after 1KI)(K' \\ tthouT a single 

exception the sevcnteenth-eentnry stones have heeii removetl. It b safe 
to asHimte that some at least of the reeumhent slabs and coped stones in 
the Museum have Rome from here. From liere. too, I believe, c-tinie the 
fragmentary iimral monuments which lie hesiile them, as well as the 
two, fractured hut complete, now inside the Church of Saint Pule: when 
.Moiiteith saw tliem. they were built into the missing wall, I would 
venture to go further. 

At the time of Moiiteith’s visit the "Common Burial-phu^e" 
included the area east of the Catlualral, just as it does at present. That 
ift proved hy the jKwition of WOs. 71-73, which still lie there and which 
range in date from KiHS to lli«l8, and also by No, 19- which l>eloiij!p to 
the siiTiie period anrl which was brought into tlie -Miisetiin In lilhtt trom 
near the “Divinity t’ornpr-" Moreover, six of the inscriptions tmn- 
scnbtMl ill the I'haitfr i>f Mortality can Ijk? identifietl with muiiuments 
still to l»c seen built into that iKirtion of the Ahlxsy Wall, which here 
forms the lanuidaryon the north (Nos, 76-SO and 82), H is imiiossihlc 
to resist the eouclusion that the missing wall was the north-westerly 
hmindi of this, depieted by Gordon in 1(112, aiul that it had been 
utilised for niiiral monuments in prct-isely the same way as the rest. 
A sket^'h by ,L Oliitbant, w'hu-h is reproduced In the Catal/M/m;* suggests 
that it stood to a cotisklcrahle lieight until at k^ust 1775, for it seems 
to he ’lisihlc in the distance through tlie archway, though evidently 
in Imd repair. Mr G. II. BushneU. Librarian of the University, writes 
to me. however, that this is misleading, and that another view hy 
Oliphant, also of 177 .t, now in the Hay Fleming Lihrarj’, shows that

To ndd 
to it^^ interest, the editor had it embellkhed with two illiLHirations.

SCO'l'!^ ZOOMORPHIC PEXAXNLTLAR BROOCHES. 

By M. E. KILliRn>E-,JOXES, F.S.A.SroT. 

This )ia|>or is but the prologtie to a dissertation of sonie length, For 
that reason it does not ■?laim to bt* eonapndicnsive, but is interideil to 
serve as an iiitroductiou to tlie study of the zoomorphie iienutitiular 
bns5<-h and its distribiiticm in these islands. The pn>s<?nt iwiper is eon- 
fincil to a study of the S^r-ottish brocadies. 

The tyi>e of ]H>nnniiijlar broui?h wlileli Ibmis the siibjeet of this paper 
derives its name from the fact that its terminals simulate the head of 
an aninuil—beadf ears, eyes, ami snout being all represented in the fully 
developed form. The type is iH?cnilinr to tliew ishiiidsd Aparl from 
the fifteen spoololens ‘ from Sootlaiuj. there ate many eiaim]ileii from 
Englniid and Wales, hut the type is most numerous in Ireland, The 
history of the origin and develo[imeiit of the type is singularly complete; 
but, in the eoursif of the present imiier. only the early history of the 
broofh in Seotlmid will be considered. Finally, it. has not liecm found

It would Im? nt this 
f^tage tlifit iiome cniftsmxiti hit un the happy idea uf oiiiittiiif; to round 
tiff the lieadt the usual tmictii-e iiiitll now, but, in^teadt iniirkeil olf the 
somewhat squared eorncTs with a couple uf iiirks with a sharp [xaiit^ 
tti sugj^est to the inimi what was not obtious to tlie eye. The resnlt of 
this plcxLsjint disiKJsition trj laxLt_v is tu he swu in the briKK-h from the 
hriK-li of Okstrow, Birsay, Orkney* It wxis indeed a happy thouglitj 
and it seems that, in s|>ite of his lapsct the eraftstmn posst*sHeii an artistie 
eye, fcjr, with senne preeisiont he net alKiiit <kx-onitiii|' the lioop witli 
ribbing (wliicli, incideiitnUy, is now quite prononnee<l and defirnte), 
although he got un farther thxin half the circuit of the lioop.^ Perhaps 
tins iinUrfereni!:f^ to eoiiventlon wua tlie r(\Holt of fatigue |jfoduced by an 
en^leavour to solve the problc-rn of providing a rtNilly artistic and service- 
ahle piri-heml for the hnsjch, for here he has shown quite eonsideralde 
originality, although the rt^ult of hiselfurts was not entireit" salislactory* 
Tins iiet'd for ji heavier pin was the rc*sult rjf an increase in the 
siai‘ of the hooiK and a rather wide, [ihdn {lindiead would hardly 
enhanre tln' apix^arance t>f any lirooch. Hence the cruftsinsiids etlbrts 
to relieve the jtlainuess* anil the i>rovision of a coiqilc of raised mouldings; 
but the n'suJt left nine 1 1 to he rlesired. 

It seems curious ilnit this hroot-h sliould have \w*n found so far 
lujtlli. Probaldy it was trodnl there. In any i^iise, Orkney seems to 
liave been well siqqiHc^d with hn^jclies from tlie very iH-ginning of the 
history of the type in Scothiiub n^* we have alni^idy oljservcd from onr 
considenition of the Midhowe sjHiianiem It is notable that all the 
Orkney hror>cIies were found on hroeli sites, and hrorii-dwidlerri seem lo 
have Wii notorious for aequiring strange objei^ts. 'fhere w^>uld apfienr 
to Ijc nil mdicatioii thiit any ot the Orkney VircKK'lies were inaile hwiilivi

('rii'ht<im Midlotliian* (fig, L No, 7). the great advance that 1ms iKscm made 
tn tecd!inx]ue is at once apparent. Not only does this hrora-h exhibit a 
liigh df^rw of refinement, but liere, at hist* we have the rully dx^vehiped 
zoomorphie ziiotif lic^atL ears, e>>*s, azid snout being all l arefully definetl 
ainj foriiii-tl. The ears, from laniig re]>rr»M'nte[l formerly hy nu^re ineisioiis. 
are nou' jireeiHely defitieth and a griKjve, evtinuling the de[itli of the 
tennimdp marks ilielr jKisition when viewed friUii the side. Eyes ami 
snont have also tlu^ir eorresiH^nding grooves exteiniiug the de])th of the 
terijiiinil; and we shall see later that It Is from the development or 
liegeneratioii of these three griKives that ninrh of onr information is 
obtairietl in rt*gar(i to date anil so forth* As yeU the sriont is iinlieatiHi 
hy little more than an eiignived line. The ribbing is now eomplete;

With the ftn-egoing details lK>Fore us* we turn to a con side rat ion oF 
the next s peel men in our tyijologiiial scries—a further exara|>Ie from 
Tra|iraiii Law * (fig, 1, No* 8)* Tlie context in whicli tliis brooch was 
diseovenid—it eanie from the upper levels in the final exrai'atitms of 
I923i - would seeni to caintradiet all our previous eoru-eptlon of date sintl 
ilevehjjjiiient, simre eoios^t f>F the latter jiart of the IViiirth I'entiir^v came 
From this levtd.^ Rut we have only to nv-all for a moment some of the 
IcHsons already learnt in tiie roorse of thi^i discueiisjon.

A sliglit dign^ssion is eaused liert'^ by tile broocdi from 1 hi rut on, iiid- 
lothiiin (Hg. 2. Xo. 2). It has oliviouflly lieen fashioned by some eniftsman 
who* nltlnnigh nequaintt^^il witii the i\sHential features of the zoomorpitie 
type, found that it had little appeal for turn in its familiar fomu Even 
tlie ribbing is tiieri% Init it iins been relegated to the side oi' tiie Inn^fi. 
Tlie perillinrities of manulhetiire would sc*em to place llie iirooch in the 
lute set'cjiicl or early third century*: the terniiinils are snialb and the 
ears are still vertienlly n^presented on the side of the terniinal^ but art' 
now liec^onitcni with tiiree vertical iiieiscHl liin?s, esiec^iited pn^imbly nt 
the same time as the so-ealled ribbing on the liofip.

It is elear 
that this brocH-h belonged to a periiKl when hrtkiehes of this ty^ie had 
heavier W'nrk fo ilo,- for they an* of far more robust eon st met ion than 
anything that has gone liefore. The pin-liend is f'a.st iienring its nltimnte 
form; it has inert:^ase<| in v^ndth liere in eoiisei]uetiee of the loklitional 
Htrain put upon the pin. The heaviness of the terminals \h another 
notable feature; lait in spite oi' that flirt, they are hand-wrought. We 
note the inert*ase in the angle of the ear-grrM>ve on the side of the iermiinii^ 
anfl the faet that the eye-groove has imw nttained the \'ertieal: hut of 
partieiihiT inn^wtanee is the outisime of the slight eonstrietion of the 
snout of No. I, which Inis now heeome a dednite mediii! ridge; and this 
niedhil ridge, onee i^tablished, persistLS fhronghout the wliole histf>ry 
of the senes.

{jilt 2 , No. 1^. The hociii was east tit ntiiiulnr IVjnn, hut was Jifter- 
warils Hawn thnmgh midway in the* expansion representinir tiie two 
terminals. 'I'lie ibmi of iiead, ears, ami eyes is perhaps ratlier more 
definite than in the ease of the [ircfviims sjwhtien, hut thU would duo 
to the ffji’t tlint all these several feotureH have here been csiust instead of 
iteiiifr moutded by inind. The eyes, however, were sulxsteitueiitly improViMl 
Ity iiiiiid. The rkl}?e of the snout, so pronouiieed in the Pinhoidlaiid 
broooJi, now iiossesses a soiuewlnU runndetl nppeariiin^*, also ilue to the 
fact that it has been east in a R]ou]<l. Tlie most marked development. 
however, is in the form of pin-head, whieli has now attained its ultimate 
Ibrni. It is pleasantly sym met rival; its grooves are well delined; and 
the eeiitral Kd{je. from Inung nHirnietl, is now fiat, ArtiialJj', this lisirrel- 
hentled form of ]H]i-liead was rjuite simply prodoeod; tin? ]>iii was I'Ost 
with a plain c-inudnr pin-iiea<l, after wlvirrh a eoiiple of grooves were lileit 
to the retognispil form. Hardly a mon? artistic form of pin-head eouhi 
Ik* imaginerl, and i luring the remahidcr of the liistory of the series, 
especially in Ireland, it was a form that was held in ]Kirticiilnr esteem 
by tile (bits tiieiuselvcts, TJie Aikerness imKK-li is lahelUsh "found in 
hist yearb scree," so that nothing is added to oiir knowledge of the historv 
of the typi in Orkney. On typological gruniids, liowever. it mny iw* 
safely assigin*d to the fourth treiiturj*. 

Thus, mthrr nbriiplly, ends imr story in so fur tin ,*>cotland is eon- 
i-enied. As already pninteil out, this discussion is but the prologue to 
the greater historv' of the ziKimorphic ]icnanniilar hinMich, wiiich history 
tlie author iitnica* to rehite elsewhere in tiie iicfar future.

Repetition, re-amiiigement, and niodiHeatkmH, witiiout any signs of 
trcsli inspiration, were signs that the Whitlioni type had eichaiisteft 
itself, and the old tradition vvoa passing away. This eru^ may belong 
to al>ont tile nitddle of the eleventli (sentiiry. There is as yet no sign 
of the ehiinges and iie^v ideas that we might expert to pree^e as well 
as follow tlie eoming of the X'omiaiis tow^ards the elose of the eentury* 
Rev, George Wilson has the following note in his |aiper on the 
Antiquities of Gienliiee! ^ ‘^Glenlnee was n burgh of Imroiiy* and in the 
ii|iper stnrey of the old gaol ^ ^ » 1 often saw^ a scnilptured slab Iruilt in 
on eilge over the fireplace. It whm mueh lilefaced, but near the right hand 
it bore the figure of a stag running, with its tail turned into a Ic-xify bniiirh. 
At that time [ kncnv nothing of the ^oomorphic orniimeiitaiioti of our 
srulptanetl stones; hut my rccoileetion of it is distiiurt. When this 
haihiiiig was being altered for the Comity Police 1 was from home, and 
found this slab had been lm>ken up by the masons."" Tliis tyjje of 
(‘ross-slnb, %vith foliaceous onuimentation, w^as a pre\^ailiiig one in West 
Highland monuments from the fifteenth century to the Refomiatiun." 
The intimate relations betw'een the Western Islands and Galloway for 
t^entiiries make it no marvel to find an example here.

My attention was rlrawn to tlii.n site a few years ngo by Mr Robert 
BainiscHK tlie son of the f^roftcr on wdiosc* eroffc tlie ruins were situated 
and one of my most enthusiaiftie workmen at ■iarisbof* wlio in the course 
of a slight exc^aviition had foiimi specitnens of iron slag, some stone 
implements* and n few shenls of pottery, hnt it was not until this last 
stiminer that 1 foniid time and opportnnity to make a systematic 
exploration of the site. 

The remains of tlie smeltery and of the dwelling* whicrli some fifty or 
niYrty 3 "cnrs ago had served as slielters for stes-k, had later on sufTered 
senoiwly at the imiuls of the biulders of adjacent stone dykt^s. and both 
struct 11 n^s had been retluccal to little more than their tViundationH, Iwirely 
rising above the genenil level of I lie moorlmuL niitl covered witli 
bea tiler. 

Tht‘ skett h plan {fig* 1) shows the group, 'fhe smeltery, which lay 
nearest U> the i*n>ft hnnscs* hud suffered nn>st, and no |wirt, of tlie external 
face of the wall remained. As far as asccrtmiuible the building had been 
oval, or eliiptieal. with its main axis approximately east and west. 

On the tiorthem siiie of the structure three FunnifTs had been formoit 
in a very simple manner, by ^lirct^ting ii draft nlong n line to a tiirottle 
formcal hy converging stones ami eovereii over by a slab, btdilnd which 
glower! a fire of jseat, for the rt^uction of the Iiog ore. The iltiea of 
those film aces, shown on the plan, were operated from the north, east, 
anil west ro&jMHrtivciy (fig. 2).

No doubt these implemonts were S|X^einlised. but ho far it Inis not la^en

'^rhe true eharaeter of the small stone heaps known as tnimili which 
abound in certain i-egions in t^cotland lias long been a puzzle. Tiiey are 
almost invariably hjund in the ndghbonrhood of lint eireles. sometimes 
IV it inn a few feet of the i^ircle, and nei'er very far away. A 11111x1110? have 
Ijeen exnmineii ivhli negative results. It has biHni assunu^l that these arc 
burial mounds, but as a rule iicdtlier traecs of in bn mat I on nor of inclnem- 
tion have been found \vitliin them.

uf snuill stone ejiinis was revealed by the senseic^ss action of a crowd of 
yoiitlis on the shore near Ijidlatie, in East Lotbiniu and adjacent to n 
c'uini of the enriy I rtiii Age which had just 1 as?fi excAVatisb It is note- 
worthy, however, thnt tlif^s^^ tumuli * werc^ situated on the sand and not 
on rrultivnble lainl. The ]ioHSfhinty that they ai\? in the majority of 
cases nierely eolleetiiins of surfai e stones from small pntcliea of ciiilivated 
land Is eoTU’Civabie. Tht' facts elicited by the exciiMUxon of two of

Obviously if stones were ffuthereil oft* a piet^e of eultivable land they 
would bo deposited on a useless surfnee. Both the heaps at ilarlsliof 
lay on rock. It is natural that the lArf^er stones would l)e gathered 
tirst, and ho tlie larger stones were at tlie bottom. Tlie fact that so 
many stone impiements, broken and otherwise, were in the heaps 
inditrates tliat the material was eolleeteil from the surface in the iin^ 
mediate* ^deinity. If tliere imd been a biu-lal otherwise than after 
cremation the body nnwt iiave been sinifiiy laid on the rock and covered 
with a verj* inadetpiate heap of stones, in wliicli there was llttic or no 
soil, a singularly unpleaiiiint nrmngement in the innnefliate vicinity of 
H dwelling. Finally if the Inidy had lieen so dealt with, there would 
liave Ihh'o some arrangement of stones aroninl it to form a simico in 
wliieh to deposit it, analogous to that found in the Iron Age cainj at 
(I 111 lane, above referred to, hut any indication of such an mrungeioent 
in this case was absent. 

The pottery (fig. 11), which for tlic most part came from the smeltery, 
consisted of inimennis smuU pieces, mill though there were a few frag¬ 
ments of rims shown by sectioriH. etc., in fig. 15. there were not enough 
pieces of any one vessel f'ajmble of l>oitig joined together to show the 
form. The ware was cswirse, and as a rule ijpen in texture, with numerous 
ratlicr large rhi[is of steatite in the bfKly. Many of the pieces were 
ornamenti^ with rcetillnear impressions of varying depth, taking the 
forms of chevrons and lozenges. One Hina 11 portion of a rim showtsl 
two diverging horizontal lines suggesting the formation of a late Celtic 
nioti\'e. iriifortiamtely the piecte is too small t<» he certain of the stylo 
the complete tleeoration would have assumed (fig. 14, No, 7), 

The vessels, which had for the most part been cooking-pots, jippeared 
to have Ix'en straight sided with edges hevelhal towards the interior, 
thie rim Hei-tioti (fig. S-l, No. 3) hulieatiHl a spbericiil body with an up¬ 
standing rim. 

In its ornamentation this pfdtery bore no resemblance to any ]>ottery 
timiid at Jarlfthof, though the rim section nlxtve rciVr«*il to was n<d unlike 
a section of a slicrfl fVmnd in the latest level of ta-cupatioa of Dwelling 
No, iii on that site.' In the impressejl treatment, however, there is a 
fairly close analog?' with pottery from the Hebrides, notably with that 
from the earth-house at F<)«hignrr\’ in North I'ist exciivated by the late 
Mr Erskine Bex’eridge, IjL.D., F..S,A,Seot.‘ There were, however, 
applieil bands on many of the Foshigarry vessels. « feature jibsejit 
from alt the jneees at tt^iltrow. Somewhat analogous pottery found at

The Llcick of stJOMpje-iroii and siimphw of other nniatcrifil found in the 
smeltery were niubniittcd to Dr C\ H. Descli of the X’aticHial Physical 
Laboratory^ who very kiiiilly examiiietl them* He reported that the 
s|>Dngt* of iron hiul nil I he appearunce of iron made in a bloomery before 
hammeriniXt hut that it had oxidised so completely as act nail y to be noii^

inngnetic: certain spec^imens, be reiKirted* werct without doubts Ixi-g ore 
fr<jm which the iron won made, also that it would lx? in all prabability a 
self-fluxing ore which would lend itself to the hltxmiery process. 

So II nil Altai an otarnrreoce as the association of iron ivith rude stone 
implements siirh iis were in use with bronsM?, reqnircA a statement to show 
that thc" association was not nierely one of loc^ality Init equally so of time. 
In other words, that the iron furnaces were not f^oiistructed in the rums 
of ii huilding belonging to an earlier epoch* On that point the eiddeiice 
was conclusive. The iron ami the pottery wen' on the same flo<ir level, 
in fact there is iron adhering to more than one of the shertls, and no 
evideiu'e emergeil to suggest that the smeltery was not an original

fnnuiecis. A eonsidernble quaiitlty wiis found on tlie f1iK>r nl" cme of tJie 
eliaiiibei^ in the ihve11i]i|r, artel the sponge of ii*oii aotiially eanie from the 
latter site. 

The i^hronolo^ic-al rein t ion the i>inni]iatmri iifc Wilt row bears to 

ihrit at Jiirlnhof m more or less detormineil by n eotoparlsoii of the relii-s. 
We have seen that the rtule stone implements, whieh ronthnieti thnm^b 
thc^ iirniiKe |)erloil En the hitter site, were stUI in iwe at Wiltmw, The Hiiine 
may be Haul of quartz srrajjerH^ though the form of tht=^ objeels had 
ill that they were siiialler. Rut in the tliirfl cK-;eupat Ion level 
of Owelliiii^ No. Ill at .Turlslioft which wajs clearly referable to the Iron 
rude stone implenients were not numerfiuji and cjuartz iieru|>ers 
were entirely jibHent; tlie pottery also from being straight skle<l in 
the earliest period had become shoulderetli often witli o siinqi angle at 
the .siioiihler^ .At Wiltrow^ juh we have jiint seen, tin? pottery with one 
exception, as far as ascertainable, was straight sided. ^Ilie VViltrow 
oi‘cuf>Rtjori api>ears therefore to ha\'e oc-ciirreii very early m the Irtni Age 
of SlirtlaniL l>efi>re an eictensioii in the use of iron hud brought alnjut its 
siibstlt iition for the rude stone implements with wiiieh the people carrEcH:! 
on their ordinary vocations. 'Hie explomtion during the hist summer 
of a hut cdrcle iiTid ciirth-hoiLse luljaeent to the gniuxi of prehistcjrie 
dwellings at Jnrlshofr and to Ijc dest^riljcd Iiereuiter, rtH^enled the fact 
that the nule stone implements^ as well as the scrapers of quartz, had 
entiredy |Mvssecl out of use before Ets^ cionstruction. This, to judge from 
tlie pottery, had oirirurred not long after the date of the latest occuipatioii 
of the LhvelUiig No. iii, and some time before that of the neigh1>oiiriTig 
brocli.

Hl^iTOUEGAL InTEODUHTION* 

Wlien in the thirteenth nnd fourteenth rentuHeii the nneient Celtic 
jiroviiire of Mor emerges iiss a feudnl eftrldom, we Kiui thftt it was eoni- 
])DS 0 d of five p-ejit loniships’ tlie lordship of BnieniEr, tiie eapital 
messuage 4jf whieli was the Ciislle of KindriHjiit; the lortlslnii of Oomart 
centred on Jlig^'ie Castle; the 1oriishi]> of Strathdee, based on the ( astte 
of Aboyiiet the lordship of Midmar^ witli the eastle of the same name; 
and the lordship of Strathdon, the capital messuage of whlcdi was tiie 
Doune of Inveriiwlity^ All these five pivotal epistles, together with the 
main seat of the Earldom at Klldrimimy^ are known to have Iwhui in 
existence during tile thirte*enth and fourteenth ('entunesd KinilroeliitT 
MigYie, aznl Kildmininy apiiear from the outstd to have been stone 
castles^ tiioiigli at Kiklrummy there was an earlier molte, on a diflerent 
site« Miclmar and liivenioc'hty began as 7fwiics: Init at tlie foniit^r place 
the early earthwork eastle was sxiperseded in the sixteentli century by 
fi stone building in a new situation; while at Tnvf^mtHdity tiie fnotie. 
apparently at an early date, was crowned with a curtain xvall cmelosing 
buildings also of stone* 

The Doune <if Invemoidity * ranks with the Mote of IJrr and the Castle 
of DiilTuH as one of the tliree gratwlest examples in ^Scotland of a Nnrniaii 
castle in earthwork. Its sisee is so impressive, far excee<lifig tliat of tlio 
(capita] messuages of the four sister lordshijis, that ivc t^an bardl_Y doubt 
it was designefl as the prini'i]>al crastle of Mar, probably in the earliest 
period of infcudatioti, bidVire the found mg of Kild rummy L-aatle in the 
reign of Alexander 11.* The building of the great atone cast I c^ ten 
miles down the XTiJIcyf w'ould df^prive the Doiiiie of much of its imitor- 
tancp and doubtlesH lu^rsoimts for the scautint^ss of its rt^i-oixled history. 
vVpparently the only speeilie mention of the place oi^cuts in laOT* On 
8tb August ill that year James IV* granted a large portion of tlie landiii

improiiriated the t'hureh of Inveniochty to the Aagiutimnii frion’ of 
Monymu^k ret'piitly founded by himd In l-lOO a leinhd servitude clue 
to tiie Earl of iliir in rewpect of the lordahip of i^triithdoii is ]niya1>lp at 
the !Kaitli ihxir of the eliunrli of Iiivenioi-bty,* * a eircriiniatatiL'e quite in 
keeping with the idea tliat the ehnrfh atiaHl within the eapital iiieHsiiage 
of I lie lord sill p. 

The histnrj' of Stnithdon, during the j«*riod of iideudation from whieh 
the Donne of Invi'raoc'lity miiKl date, is almost an entire blank. Bnt a 
remnrkablc anhaHjlogii Jil iUseoveiy\ ilhistruting this ubaeure iwriod, 
waa made in 1832, when a lioar<i, eonaiating of tw'o ringa and several 
hundred silver eoina. ovitlently bnrled in the tldrtceiith eentury, was 
unearthed in digging the foiiTickdion for a dyke on the north-west side of 
Tom Fnaraieh, iihoiit three and a lialf ndlea above the Donne and at a 
height of lyUO feet, W'ith the evcreption of two eoina that fcjmid their 
way iato tlie National .Museum * both eoitia and rings unfortiinatelv seem 
IfJiig ago to have disappeared, lint the ver3’ prerise areoiint of them 
^ven by the Rev. RolK-rt Meiklejohn, at that time minister of Strathdon, 
is worth reproducing: — * 

*‘Oiie of the rings ia gold, with a snillll dark Kapplitre, A ring ritf- 
cisely similar was diseiivered.

Jteverse. a ctoss with 
a ,t«r in each ‘luarti-r. Those of King John are Mtiirii[)c-d with a triangle 
on hotli sides. The effigj' on the ohverso is within the triangle. Tliev

The 0OUIIC (see general phizi, tig. 2, anti incw, li|^* 3) is itn oval Mio/lat 
carved out of a residual mass of lluviJitile grnvoL^ its long axis lying front 
north-west to soiith’-wejst* Ik-fore exc-tivttfif)!!, it waa evident from 
fotuiflations that tlic summit luitl b<>en surrounded hy a wall placed on 
the edge of the sc-arp, with an entry at the south-east ond+ to which a

This 
jilatt'ornit ujkhi which foimdntiona used to be vtsihloi ivoultl iortn n kind 
of Indle.v; its relatively small <H(nensions probably are due to the unusual 
aijEi; of the area on tlie top of the moUe, On the east aide the bank is 
1(J feet hrfMid at the north end, inereasing to 25 feet near its south-east 
eomer. All roumi the eountersearji a weU-marketl nmrow tnound exists, 
probuhly for the purpose of carrying a ]mUsiidu.’ 

Sjjecial interest attaches to the arningements for filling tin* ditch. 
'I'lie ground to the nortli ami ivcst of llic castle was formerly a marsh, 
fed by the brisk little Water of Bardocli. From the nortli-east corner 
of the countersvarii a great bank, 15 feet broad at top, a feet in height, 
and 159 yards in length, is carried across to the iiigh ground farther north 
(below the farm of IjOsI), thus retaining the waters of the swiiiiip, so that 
tile wtiolc area wouhl be converted into a lake, .fust within the bank 
a gap is left in the eounteraenrp, through which the waters of the lake 
would be admitted Into the ditch. Another gap at tlie south end w-mild 
allow of the ilitch being emptied. These gaps <loubtless we«‘ fitted with a 
penstot'k and sluice, so tiiat the diteli could be emptiwl tiiul ttllcd, or the 
drjith of the water regulatiHl al; will. The whole arrangement ia as simple 
as it is wellcontriveil, and affoi'ils a remarkable example, on a great scale, 
of Korinan military engiticcring. A third gap, in the great bank nbout 
90 feet out from its ixait. seems to la* n moilern cutting mmlc to drain 
the lake. 

The purpose of the excavations nnw to 1>e descrilanl, whic-h were 
tjanied out during October last by tlic proprietor, ilr F. L. \Va)l!ice td' 
Oandacralg, was to expose the ring wall on the i^rest of the motte and to 
truce out, as fiir ns time permitted, the pluo of the interior bulklings, 
ns a jirtdmle to a systemiitic exploration of the site which it is proposefl 
to from me I ICC next season. 

The foundations id’ the ring wall (sih? plan of summit area, tig. 4) 
were revcaleil in situ round the whole circujnferenc'e of tlie laof/c, a tolfil 
length of 594 feet. At the entrance it is over ii fcf*t thick, and remains to 
a inaxiTmim lieight of alwut 4 feel. The wall here rests on u rough pro¬ 
jecting bnsc-course. «ml consists of a grouted core faced with large coursed 
hrndfJers. The left tlurek of the gateway is still distint't. although all 
drt*ssed work ha.s l>een torn out; tlie right ehtH?k is well-nigh totally 
destroyed, but from aome slight in<lientions it appeareil that the portal 
liofl been 7 feet !i iiiehes wide. On eitlier side of the interior face are

ehureh of Invemochfcy is rende red I 
very likfdy by tlie rtmiarkable dLseiivery, immediately to the north ot il 
at the spot shown on plan, of what seems to l>e ]>iirt- of a Norman eitou[j or 
piBcuna. Tlie fragment (lig* 5). which is in Ki Id rummy freestone, represents 
a sUaOow circular basin, the din meter of which had betui about 10^ iiiclu^, 
while the lip is inches broaib t^Ughtly bevelled on either arris* The 
uniler jiart of the ba-sin is designed as a Norman cushion capital with 
irivecded or escallopcfi fuct^. and Ix^tween each seallop is ii narrow ketdetl 
nitiylding* Unfortunately, owing to its broken eonrlitioiu it is iiiix>o^?sible 
to say whether lliere was a drain or not. The basin a]ipeiirs io luive lu'en 
idoured iiwny frcim the wall by a blow ivkicli broke it off and knoc'ked 
away a large portion of the lip. Previous to its being made into a basin 
the under smTare of the stone had l>een used as a wlicdstoneir no doubt 
by the masons working at the castle. 

It is interesting to note that the design of ihis Ikiisin is very similar 
to that of the cushion caps of the idianeel an-h at Aloiiynnisk Cliurclu* 
111 ^iew' of the historical connection between Moiiyinusk Priory and its

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improyriateti rwtory of Invemot^lity, it seems not tinUkelr tluit tliis 
basin was carviHl by tlie snme eniftsttuiii wlio ditl tlnj Norman work at 
Moiiyiiiusk. 

Another Nurniun fragraeiit wios found in es^eavatiut' tlie idiureli. 
It is a small piece of Kildnmimj* Hloiie, fonning a jamb with a sctuare 
arris. The faeo is wrought with two sets of “droves” or tooling lines, 
dingonaily to twh other, and meeting on a line so ns to form a series of 
chevrons one %vitiiiii the other, 

'I’iie import-aiiee of these diseoveriee lies in the fact tliat they are tlio 
best cjnjise retiorflwl in Scotland of X^orman stonework on a iiioiiiit'and- 
bailey r-astle. 

No other wrought stones were found, but eiiips ami fragments of 
Kihlmminy freestcnic were fairly frecjiierit everywhen*. 

The only other i)orLion of widluig tmeovered so far is the small lengtii 
of fcnuKlation m the centre of the Houtlieru sector of the lourtyard, as 
shown on j^lan,

PoHci'ij ,—84 sherds, mostly small. In so far as these possess dis- 
tinetivc eharucteristics, they elosely resemble tiie wares found at Coull 
Castle,^ also in Alwrtleeiishire, and suggest an early fourteenth century 
jirovisloiial date for the gu'neral facien. At all events no piei-es demon¬ 
strably later have U-en noted. Two fragments titting together are |Kirt 
of a large pitclier liainUc in coarse dark ware, oval in seetioii, stixmgly 
ribbed, and showing a deep finger impression at tiie point of ]uiietioi] 
with the body of the vessel. Two other shells form a comjjlete hamlle, 
7 iiiehes long, witha cun etl section, Jiolhiw on tJic outer side, niiil showing 
finger imprints at !)oth entls. A number cif other sliords have these 
characteristic thumb or Unger prints. Two tyfies of brim an' present: 
lK>th are tlnckefied ami flat on tojt, but one is sUarjdy everted aiul the 
otiier not- Itoth types were found at t'oull; fhey art* the rims Xos. S 
and 5 of iVjfessor M'Kenny Hughes' sections,* 'Hir tNi>«es are obtuse 
iiiiglcfl ami slightly eonves on iJie Imttnm, but no r rinkled or "pinched ” 
edges are represeikteil. Exterior oruamentation for the most part con¬ 
sists of the usual horizoiitul ribbing ur atriation, which is often present 
intemaJly ns well. One highly glnsKHl fragment shows thin vortituil 
ribbing, widely spaced. Four sherds have a horizontal rib tootlnxl ljy 
emss hatchings, a wane exempUhed at Coidl by the pieces .V 7 and A U. 
It is the pattern of tho vesstd B 15 in the BrltisJi .Museum enllevtiun,*

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ANIMAL HEMAINS FROM THE DOUNE OF INVEKNOCHTV. 

Ey t^OFEASOH James Ritchie, M.A_. F.S,A.Si:ot. 

The bones oi' atiitunk ere not numerous, fx^nsinting of about 22D 
pieces, mostly and almost all weathering. They 

represent for the most |iiirt the refuse of nieiils, many limb-bones ami jaw¬ 
bones being split longitudinally fur the extraction of the marrow» The 
composition of the food materials is instruetire in that the remains of 
\Tikl animals are ver>" rare^ and it seenis surprising that in a district 
well stocked at the time of theoccupjitirm of the Duune witii wild creatures 
and animals of the chase, so little advantage should have been taken of 
the natural jmHlmrts of the countryside. That the inhabit ants relied 
iLlmost wholly upon their dcjmestic stcH-k of fiiotl indicatf^ how {'cmiplctely 
the more primitive hnntiiig stage of existence had been su|jersedcd by 
the sopluHtication of nn ngriciiltund cLvilis^xtion. 

Of the domestic ^iiiimids iisc'th while ri^mains of sheep are not infre¬ 
quent, those of pigs are rare, and the mainstay of the fixMl supply was 
tlic nither small fUmiestic cattle of the times. In this respect the collec¬ 
tion differs frtjm many other Scottish food collections where sheep are 
predomiftantI and it may indicate that cnttle-raitiing rather than the 
iierding of sheep was the chief stock irnlustry in the neighbonriicMul at 
that time. 

Amongst the bones wliich L Imve at^en there is not much iTidieatioii tliat 
they wcri? imt to any s|)e<-hil use* Hut the upper end of one i>f tiie iioiies 
of a hind limb (the right tibia) of an ox Ims been cut in a sliort section 
which rests firmly u]>ofi a level buse, while on the npj^er surface tin? 
natural central iiolLow of the Imne forms a wK^ket, roughly nn ini h in 
iliameter and alKjut an inch deep. The a|>pt?#iranee of this small stand, 
about 2 inches hight suggests that it nmy have 1 h*cu used as a rutle holder, 
]KThoi»H to carry a burning Inggot as a light. 

Other txiiies which liave been cut and Imve a smoothness suggesting 
use are the lower end of the femur of a eliecT^ the shaft of which lias been 
irimmtHl with a long slanting cut so that it forins a narrow scoop; i>art 
of a long Ix^ne from the limb of ox, the end of which is trimme^l 
to a chisd shiipej an<l the base of a reil deerV antler attacheil to part 
of the frontal lame, anxl trimmed tcj a rough wcflge-shniX! by a few 
heavy cut^* 

A few Ijones are calcined. 

The animals rcprcsentexl in the collection are reel deer (Oeriai# c/a/i/iMa) 
—the fragment of antler referre<l to ii1>ove and a tooth; domestie cattle 
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—many bones of a smnU breed, representing adult imd young niumals 
ns well aa ut ieaat one unborn cnlf? doTnestie shee[)—a number of bones 
of jaws and lini1>s, the latter showing tluit the breed was smiiLI and tine- 
limlKKl; domestie pig-—a fragment of jnw and loose 1:et>th; and horse— 
represented only by two molar teeth of an individual of a robust type.

SCREENS AND LOETS IN SCOTTISH CHCRCHESJ 
By IAN C. HANNAH, M.P., RS.A.Si'Ot. 

Virtually all incdia?^'al ehurelies w'ere divided by sereeiis. They 
dkl Tiuieli to inrrease the etteet of mystery that is a leading ehameteristio 
of Got hie and whleh made it a^sthetleally desirable that the whole interior 
of any builditig should not revealecl at a glnnee. They also luul 
important and varied twclesiulogienl functions. 

Sor<‘eii 9 were by far the most eon«x^ieiJOU9 of merliieval eeclesmstical 
fittings as they still are in the eastern ehundi. Very many have liis- 
iippearech In Roman Catholie frountries they have Ix^en veQ" generally 
removed, but tiiany splendid e^Jiniples are still to be seen in Lutheran 
jKirts of Gernuiny and in c^ertairi districts of Englmid, notnbiy the eastern 
and south-westt=‘m c-cnmties * In Inter Got hie work they frEH|ueiitIy 
give the whole atmosphere to the interlori It was a Rermlssatica idea 
to give far greater iiroininen'Ce to the altar^ 

The screens and galleries of Sc^otlarul were clenrJy very distinctive, 
ami althongli inferior in inagniiicence to those of Englaiul; tliey heliXHl 
verj* much to stanixi a natioiml (jJiaracter on many of our churches, 
including some of the sinsllest* 

In early Cliristinn ehurchca amboiis were ]irovidetl on either side 
of the chant'd lor the reatling of tlie gospel and ejjistle- Some Ituliaii 
e3?amples survive* Other prototypes have lx.en suggested* hut the 
later piil]>itum {the usual western Iwnindary of a fpiirc) jipjiejirs to have 
been derived from a screen which i^onnwti'd the arnlifiiis. These last

used by the iiinnks with tile pnlpituni gateway during tlie 8untlay pi-o- 
eossSoii* Tlje iianii^ was tlerived from the faet tliat the sereen was sur- 
niounted by the great cross or tikkI. Et seems that as a rule there was 
no ertJSrt inmiialiately on the altar in early mi'chreval days, t^erlainly 
none in the Hiiriini use. 

Tliese serrens, used in the western eliureht were thus entirely iHft'erent 
both in original design and in use from the eiknnr^stasis of the eastern 
eiiurelu a solid panitlon in front of the altar* which can only be seen from 
the nave wdien the d<.K*rs Inive 1 hh*ii tlirowi^open* 

lake quire stalls thi' pulpitum and rood sereen W'ere nionastic in 
origiiu and nettled because virtually all eonvenliud cdiiirehe^i were iluuble, 
the quire with it.s stalls Wing exclusively for the religions* any eongre- 
gation being admittecL to tlie nave nk^tie. This sometimes formed the 
parirtli church with seeuhir tdergy* ^l^^ at Wymoniilnniu Biidniuu ami 
lioxgrtn-c. Ilc-gnlar themselves did pnitjcliial wTirk. and ho 

reqmre<1 a separate church for that purpose. In tlstercian cliiirchtfH 
the navi' formed the quire of the conversi. It is probable that in nil 
ordisiary Ik-nciiicrtiiic ahWy to wliich thi^ public had no definite rigid 
td'tlie nave was litlt^tl jih a Hcqainite cdnirch. This wan clearly the 
east- at Bury' St EdmuiidH* w Iiere JorTlin de Brjikcloud tells us that 
AbVifil Sanistm wont to jueacii to the jicople in English, hut in 

tiiie dialect of Norfolk^ where he wiih Ijorn nml lircil: and so he cmiHeil 
a ]>ulpit to he set up in the church for tlie eane of tlie hearers, mul for 
the i>rnar]ient of the ehurcli.*^ Such services would aHSiiretHy not hi* hchl 
in the quire of the monks; no [jart of the great rluireh wjih paroclnal. 
The two parish cdnircftes }ust outside the precincts cemtinue iu use to-day. 
'I'he regulars always tried to keep the pariHliinners out of their idnindies, 
St Margaret's* \^'ei>tmiiister* is an{>t!ior example. Very' often wlieii this 
could not W. as at Otiwland and Ilomsey, theiiarisb Eiad only an aisk' — not 
the wdiole nave.

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How entirely is el purl y seen at the collegiate chiireh of St Pc^ter^ Wolver¬ 
hampton, whose lofty jiiilpUt ngainj^t a pillar of the* south arcade^ entirely 
ponimiinds the nave, but hatilly looks into thp quire at In purely 

pftriH'hiiil c^hnrehes, jfitendecl for congregational iiwe, the two serpens 
were unsmtable, ami a romprcmiKp was iirrange-fJ ([k liKI), 

Of the ritutd iirrangemeiitH of rhnrfibes before the Nornian |ierioil 
nlmost nothing is known, hut hv that time we fiinl the two screens fully 
establislied. At Binhnm Ahbey in Norfolk the twelfth'iTentury rood 
screen still survives • it is a heavy jHirtition of stone with a [>laiii doorway 
on either side of the nave altar. This is still in place for the use of 
the parish, nticl as the crotssing and quire are in ruin the east wnll of the 
existing chnreh is built iqinn the Nominn screen. The Nt^rrnnTi pulpit urn 
at Kly was intact until the eighteenth eentury^ and Its character is clear 
from sketches made hy -Tames Essex about 1770. 

At Iona we have clenr e^diience of the character n£ the Norman 
pulpitnm. Against the east wall of the north transept are three twelfth- 
centnry arches of which the tAvo sidc^ ones oj>en to windows; the ceiitml 
formed koric kind of altar rca^ess. They l■ar^iell a jHis.sjigc from the 
monks' ilormitorv to what ran only liave bi^ n a pidpitum loft aeniss the 
east arch of the croHsing, Presumably a night stair led down ihreetly 
into the qoire+ ^riii;i is an early and a very rtmiarknble A'arintion of the 
usual arrangement of the stair desetmding frorr:i the dormitoi^' into the 
triiTisept, l^nfort uinitely in the late tmsiia^^'jil recan struct ion of thi* 
chiircrh the pnlpitum wasf ti^^rap[ieiL 'fhe gallery' now ends abruptly in 
tl^e soiilh-east cijrner of the transept: no droirway is visible <m the quire 
side, Pri3suiTiably the Norman ehurcli Iniil roml screen with miA'p altar 
aertf^ the west Jirrh at the erossing^ folhnvjiig a very usual jdun. 

No English chnrrdi appears, to retain the two sercena, though at the 
AugiJMtiinaii ablxy^ of Lillesliall (Salop) the hnae« of both art' visible, 
though in this t^isc the di>ors in the rood screen itre omittetl, so that the 
wc^st end of the nave is entindy Hluif off fnnu the rest of the clinn-li, TJie 
position of the tw^i si^n'cns is quite clear at Fountains, Holt on, TiicA'auIXi^ 
and elst^whert'. Tn tliis respect Seothmd is nicire t'ortunate, both se^(^el1H 
sur\ iving nt liu In olm ami to sonic extent at t idross. 

The stone roofl screen ot the latter lnuise is s|>eciaily interesting from 
its preservation, not only of the iiiin-fiw Iniicet-liendc^l doorways on either 
sifie of the altar, l>iit also Its piscina, plain thirtwrilh^eentury work. \A'heti 
the nave was abandoned to ruin what appears to Inive binm its originnl 
west (loot was sJapjietl through the wall l>ehiini where the nave altar 
onee stCKd. It is of late Norman cdinmeter with douhle shafts and 
mouldisl roninl andu hut it can hardly he earlier than 1217, the year of 
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the tbuiidation of the iibbey. This rood screeti, though later, Sh not unlike 
that of Bin ham; it now forms part of the west wall of a tower erectwl 
by Ablwt Mason (1408-1513) over the space l»etweeit the two wreens. 
Its inner or eastern doortvay, which is round-bea<ie<l with rather ornate 
late mouldings, is presumably on the site of the ]mlpitum.

ill the Britbh Tslea, are bejiiitifiil stone work of tlie thirteenth 

ceiitury, iluriji|r wliieh fwriocl a tower wqb miried o%'eP the nquare Xortinni 
qiiire» in the middle of the eTilarf^tHl ehureh. Its eastern arch is iilled by 
the piii[jituin (Kj>. 2 ), hmHn^ bad a central doorway to the quireH and 
above tliree open arches with keele^l ghafU, three in each jnmb, the two 
pillars qiiatrefoil in ]ilani tlic capitals have Ibliage in very low reliefs The 
west tower areli is filled by tlie rood screen^ having: a narrow pointed

ilwrivay im either aide tlie tuive nItAr site mu] two Inrjte ojien arclies 
above, similnr to those of the pulpituni. These i]]i|ier iirtJies 'H'ith their 
VAried flustered shnt'ts, nllowiof; an imperfect vistA between iiAVe imd 
fiuirc, Ibnii tin inte^nil iMirtioii of tlie fabric. And they must Imve prt^nti^d 
An estreniely iittmctive a[ij}eArnnce before they were wiilled up to eoni'ert. 
the Xormaii nave into an ablait’a JialL It ap]ieArH to lie abiiiKnt without 
immltel in monastic annuls that tliis deseeriLtiuii wa.s earried out us i-arlv 
AS the finirteeiith eeiitury, and by the AutpistiriiAii ennoiis themselves. * 

Tliese two sert'cns were elrarly eonnei-toil by u ilotir of timla-r, 
wliich thus formetl n fjidlery o^K'n both to rmvp and quire of uimsiinlly 
jgenernuH dimensions, iiljout ]tl feet by 15. Iloubtless it was usetl for 
the readiufi; of jjOHpcI niul epistle us well as f<»r whatever inusEc was 
uHoweil. The chKjrwny, afterwnrds so usual in friars' churches, oiwtieil 
ln>m the eluister to the space between the screens, beneath tlie loft. 
There is a nuirul rood stair just ivest of it. It is remarkable (lint aftcT 
a use of something^ like a century the screens were scrappctl. There 
are renininsi farther east of a rather ordinary Inter pulpit urn ngniiiat 
wlufh the stalk of the fifteenth-eetitury quire were retiimiHL 

Separate pulpUimi niui rood can be traced in two late collegiate 
ehurches. the work in both cases having lu'cn of timber, ereetcil during 
the sixteenth eeiitnry. uiiil apparently rather yujor in quidity. At 
Seton, HOW' built njj, iin^ clearly defined o]>emngs for a beam einbi*ild(M;l 
in the north and south walls, crossing the east tower anli. Just obove 
it, recessed into the wall alxjve the arch ami resting iijiori tlie lieiim, (wo 
short brackets projected, and quite obviously supported a pulpitiim 
loti. If .seems to have J^<^en an fifterthought. as the turnpike stair in 
the soutii-east i-ortier of the tower is not nrruiigcil to giveaeress, Like¬ 
wise xvithin the area of the tower, crossing its western arch, was a roo<l 
beam for winch tlie holes exist. As the imve was never built it is very 
unlikely tliat the screens were nctually erected, but the projerted nrra liga¬ 
ment seems to be perfeirtly clear. 

Another very late and rather imuHUal rami arrangement U to he 
studied at the collegintn chiin-ii of Higgar, lu-guii otilv in 15I.=i. 'I'iie 
restioiids of tlie north and Huutii arciu-s of the criksiiig were cut into 
{just one course of stone in-low tlic e«ps) for a mod beam which n-sted 
agiiuist the tcsiioiuLh of the eastem nrt-b. Alxmt 1 foot higher and 
entirely iade]a-ndent a verj' wide juilpitum loft crossed the wx-st end of 
tlir qaJriv n]>prfmf-be<i by n brmui fw|uari?-liradecl ilorjr £mni tlu" turn-' 
pike stair north-east of the tower. U ia interestiag to find tlie two 
Jeatures se|«iratc<l only hy the width of the east tower anh. so that tlie 
ai-tmd rtsxl mast have iqqienrL-tl in front of the tmnipet of the puI[MtijTn 
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iiiitl jM'rliaijiH IS Lnc'lii^ uwiiy* Cleiirly tliert ^vt*rcr not two .screens: 
pmhflbly the only one wns beneath tlie rood beam, resting agniiist the 

These casCH, in which lK>th t<hhI beiini mnl |>alpLtuin can he clearly 
traced, are interesting, not only from their varietl dntest hut Wcun-se they 
show whnt verj" ^mall buildings were divided into double elnirches— 
though the existence of nave altars (iEiteinled or actual) at Set on and 
Higgar h not iH^rhaps absolutely certain. 

Thi'rc every reason to believe that tJie lai^er ehiirches of Scotland 
followed rnucdi tlie same screcm nmiTigenieiit^ as were ii^ual iti England^ 
At St Aiidrevvg there are distinct foundations of tlie |ndpitnui with its 
cent ml dooct iTossing the west tower arch, in the same j>osition as at 
t'luchi^ter anti elsewliere. Tlie stalls must hav'o shut oiT the tmiisepts 
from the quire^ a quite usual arrangement. FonndntioiiH htmeatli the 
sites of both east are lies of the nxive arcade suggest that the pulpitmn 
was a fairly cotnijlicated fahric:, very iKJssihly a i^onipc^site screen enclosing 
two little chapels with the nave altar against its western face- 

The ver],' normal pidpitiiTn at Melrose is intetestiiig ns being of tlie 
same build as tlie IIi'ttM?ntli™centiir3’ nave piers which it joins, in such 
n w-jiA' as to shut oil' the three east hays fnmi the rest. Thus, as at 
Norwich, M'estmlnster, and cdstwvhcn*. the ritual quire was wdiolly within 
the architeinnml iinve. The gateway is vaulted with ribs ainl bosses, 
lunl tjpenn westward by a triple-slinftcd arch whh a foliage hand in the 
«>iiter moulding. A riither siinilarly enrichctl cornice is ilie onl_v other 
ornament of the faljrii% whose ashlar availing is surprisingly phun, despite 
fi large squiiri^-hcJuleil recess cm the A stair to the gallery iiliovn 

o|>ens nrirlliwaril from tlu' centre of the gateway and is contained in the 
thickness c»f the nnisunry. It seems iirqiossJble N> find an Englisli pub 
])itiitn of the same importanc^e tix'afed with su severt* a sinqjlicity, a fact 
lint without interest seeing that xMelrose preiser^-es about the onhv t'ister- 
eian example that has come down to us in the British Isles. 

A ver3" usuiil anil convenient lirmngt^ment plziced the pnt|iituni across 
tile east arch of tin? crossing and the rood screen across the west, tlms 
leaving the whole transept open Wtween the screens, 'rhis is the only 
scheme that keeps the stalls wdiolly w'ithin the andiitecturnl quire, and it 
was the arrangement at York, also ai Du-rham, a^ descrihi?fl in Rites, li 
might l>e considered the normal plan, but that at least ns often as not 
the stalls ext tended further west tlimi the nri»hite<'turfil quire, frequently

we find this (Durham) amLnjienneTit iit GhiHgi>w, KoHalyUi LmcludeDp and 
Plusearden, besides loou. 

Tlie Glasgow pulpitum (fig* 3) is of interest because its two stone 
altars still cTcist (slightly biter in dateji their IVorits pri^seiiting tig urea 
under canopies with serolls in low relief. So crowded is the work that

the five steps leading up to the pidpitum gate, uiul to some extent the 
side flights leading down to the eryptt actually juipiiige figaiost the 
altars* Tlie piilpitum is pierced by a very depresscfl aiul ornately 
Tnmdded archway with shnllow trefoiled panelling on either side« The 
parapet aWve its pierced hy large quatrefoUst figure-corbels supporting 
orocketed canopies against each alternate one, but nothing rises above 
the h orison tal t4jp, A liftt^enth-century ihite is pro veil hy the moulding 
of the buiies (though tlie ret^t retains much of the charm^ter of fourteenth- 
century %vork)| the screen is doulitfully attributed to Bisho]> Cameron 
(1125-45)^ win} Imilt the spire. It is reTnarkable how it blends with the 
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earlipr work. (Glasgow c-atlieilrfll was always stwiilar, hut jiu^ly from 
the interim] fittings it must oft^?n have been impossihle ta distingiush 
between monastio and seeular eathetlrals.) 

At R 0 Bsl>m (fig. i) the pidpitUTn is an integral part of the fabric. Its 
gateway is I'overed by an etiriiiheil architrave composed of many atones

and protected by a relieving tmtb above, very similar to the openings, 
cm either aide thiit coiinCet the? (jtnrc aisles with the site of the transept. 
.\ll the o}>enmgs art^ in the same walling, as the nave was designed to be 
of tJie same width na the <[nire with its aisles*. A ratiier mysterious nieho 
indents the west side of the wall jnst north of the [mlpitum gate. A 
little way above is a verj* lofty arch reafiling to tin? barrel vault of the 
quin?, and so very nnrrow for its height. It aeoms clear tlmt a wootlen 
gallery was planned over the three oiwnings, projecting into the transept 
and oyieii to the quirt? by the tall arch. Two corhels on the level of the 
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spriTij^iiig of this arch (ami iiho cjf the c-leiiratorey eaves of tiie quire) 
were j>n?^unuxbly for statues; no wcjoclen labrjr troulfl jxsssibly have 
Bpravvled up ho h\^h^ ami the arraugemeut eertuinly iiupUebs aroocl Herreii 
with altar against it between the transept and the nave. The design is 
eerentriiT in that no quire iireb of the f>rdinnry kind. Hturting from tlie 
paiveriieiitT ia either provided or even suggested. The enriehetl (rorWIs 
between the lower ojieningH wquhl presumably have earried the timber 
gollerj'j resting on the eontinuoua KtringeourHe nbovet whieli woidd thus 
liave left enough nobd walling to provide u jk-imiiet for the tail arch 
loukiixg into the quire. The illustration is based on }.iiUingH ^ tTonipared 
Avith the actual building. 

The pulpitiim at IJiicluden is* like that of Rtsislyn, an integral 
[Xirtjon of the eburc-h^ but it is in form a heavy stone seret^n crixiSHing a 
(pure nixdi of quite usual form—Avell rmndih^L and resting uj>on. elustei^l 
rc-HpondH. The sercen wiiU is plabi but pierE?fH:l by u gntexvay some 
6 feet wide, its arch very nearly dut though with eurved sjniiigs. Along 
tlie top of the snixi screen Avail n comicx* jirrijcf-tw on IkiIIi sides, that 
tiiwards the nave <-nrx"Cfl AAith Hi^eiies in tlie birth of t^irist and angeb 
above, that toAvnrds tlie quire dinplnyhig foliage. The hjft was n^iciieil 
by a tnrnj>[ke stair in the iiiigle of the quire and south transejit, which 
alwj gaA'e to chambers above tlie quire, betAvecm the tAvci stone 

rtxifrt. I'Jic loft seems to have lieen exteinled Iiy timlxering toAvanl tlie 
OiXst. The nave, of AAhieh little rcmiiitis, Avas short, nor is there a suggCH- 
tion of any Avestem sereeii. 

The iirrangementH at Plusearden Priory (hg. 5) are puzzling, as a 
puljatum with central gatcAvay crosses both east and Avest arches of the 
tower. Bt>tb are very massive, and obviouHly erected witli a view of 
su[j]Kjrting tiie thirtcentli - century toAver an^hes^ AAduf^ii tsiiiYerisi very 
badly tii EifiO from the biiruing of the church by the Wolf of tiadeiioch, 

I kith iipt>ear to lx? the work of tlic Iknedicitiiie prior, John de ikiys, 
Avbri was sent to reform the ViillisLaulian convent from Dunfermline 
In 14dl); his AVI irk is very miissiA^et but clumsy and rough. The western 
arc^j is built up, leaving a simjdc KegmentaUh ended ojxeniijg about H feet 
Avide Avitb very plainly moulded edges toAvards the nave, wiiiidi iviis 
never conqjleted. The cast arclx of the irrosslng is built up Avitli a huge 
mass of masonry Avbieli takes the form of a lancet arerb about 0 feet 
thif'k. the stmigbt Availing on either side, divcrsifictl merely by tw’o 
Htriiigcoui^ed, blanketing in the eastern res|Knids of the north and

Clifirli^ (’orduier, late in the eiglitwnth 
century* The work is eiitirtdy tin pro¬ 
tectee! from the weather* Thh fabric 
IS by no menus without ini press! veness, 
hut it was evidently erected by amateur 
biiilih‘rs* like so much ^coltish work of ita dati*. As ihc hirge^ quire is 
very short it sinmis likely that ilie svest pul pi turn was erec^ted with a 
view' to having liie stalls under the ti>wer. but that when the eahterii 
nrcli gave in creasing signs of wc^akness tlie secoiitl pnl[nt-iim was, i.'s.^rhaps 
rather hurriedly, iiiletl up to support, it. It ajqiears entirely probable 
that to it we owe the |ireservatiati of the tower, iuhv r<xdh*ss hut other- 
w'ise complete.. 

I'he fact ill at at Sweetheart the lower ^forlion of the resporuls of 
the wi^st tow^er arch are broken away seems to ijulicate that the stiills 
iTOSsed the tiivvcr and r^ame down into the nave (ns at Wiiichester)^ 
but there seems to tn^ no imce of the screen. The corbelling oil' of the 
respoinis of the west arch of the crossing at Duiidrennazi — so that, they 
form no projei^tioii iit the iHittoni - apjtears to show that the aminge- 
nieut w™ similar at the old abbey too. At Glenluee the faet that the 
shaft of the south rrs|)onc] of the east arch of tiie crossing springs frc^ni

In the thirteenth eentury CroHi^kirfc (a Rei] or Trinitnrinii iVinry) nt 
Peebleaj^ in front of tbe inserted enj^t wall — tlie lintel of whose do«?rw«y is 
ini^eribed FEIRE GOD l6i>B — ni^ stones tlmt seem to bnve supjiorted 
an altar plntforiu on the soiitli, ami on tiie north apparent foundations of 
II sereen. The remains are far from clear, hut they aiipeor to indh^ate that 
the seventeenth“eentiiry wall is built on tbe foundations of a pul]}ituni 
which had an altar rqcarssed into it on either side of its gateway. 

At Rcwtentiet Priory the ancient tow^er. Hush with the south wall *>t 
the biter Augustinian ehureh but ]ea\nng uii cnld spac^c about 6 fet^t 
wide on the nortli, must liave fornieil a most effective scretHin beliveen 
quire nnd nave. Tiie partition eounecting the west face of the tower 
with the north ivall maj' have l?ecn for the puqK>se of providing a l>ack 
f 4 >r tbe nave nltar, wdii<-h in tlmt ease wonhl have stood considerably 
Uj the north of the centre^ as apjiears to bare been the case at St David's, 
Wales- 

At Jedburgh AbWy, c-rossing the eastern eilge of the east tfj-wer 
urcli, arc renuiins {>f a roughly built sixteenth-centurv" wall from which 
prtijef^ted westwaivJ some sort of gallery, large corlnds with holes in 
the iiiflsoiiry just alMJve tiiern iiiisdng supported Its beania. The only 
remaining jamb i;^ in the mIchUe of the work and so plueed that any 
gate into the quire nmst im%"e been far to tlie south of the centre. Tiiia 
would He so un|irfM!eilenU^<l and 80 ineonveiiient for a pnipitiiin that 
it seema more likely that the wall is post-dissolallom erwteil to fit thi‘ 
huihling for Prt^sbyteruin services# 

The slight remains of the little Carmelite idiurch nt Luffnes^ seem 
to indic^ute that the gate of the T^^^hdtiim there was not quite in the 
centre. 

Presumably on the site of an eitrlicr jHilpItuin, at i'rossragiiel a 
new^ wall w-as built betwrecn the nave and the {[uire, aj>pareiitly ^luring 
the sixteenth ctmtury, before tbe dissolution of the house. Tins is 
thick enough to contaiu a turnpike stairs mid it exteuilH up to the gable 
top% ttiipi[Kjrtjng a Iwlbcotop The w^all is pierced by a central door wdiicli 
c;ould be jirotecteel by a W'oodeii l>?ir, so l liat I lie S4.q>aratioii between 
quire and nave w^as exception ally complete. 

That the proportionally verj" long cnirdforin idiureh of Reuuly Priory" 
was divi<le<l by a Hcrecii is perfectly clear from the existence in the 
soutii wail of the am hr}' and piscina of the nave alt^ir. Both screens 
were presumably of wckxI. At *St Oiithus, Tain, seiliiia in the usual 
l^osition and a piscina in the midi He of the south wall indicate that

At the small Caruielite I'hurcdi in South Que^^nsferry* a huikltiig 
fd' the tiftwiith-cientm^'T the east tcover nrcdi was itossihI liy a very low 
stone screen^ gable topjaHl with a roll along the ridge* It was of the 
same huihl as the t-hureh ami only slight sei-tioiis ri^inahi* iigiiinst the 
jumbs.

idoister* As the bniliiing w'as long in ruin no xletails survive* but froTii 
the £*xistence of two little piscinas it b clear that there was a gatexvny 
through with an altar on either side. The tistinl British iirraiigeioent 
in friars' idiundies wan a tall and narrow tower between nave and ipiirt^ 
alunbt like ii iuiiiiel in soini^ cjisch.

The ebarai'ter of the wTjrk is Plemisb, and thougii it is hardly a 
fiiasterpiece the general effect is exceedingly striking. It is jiamted uix>n 
eighteen oaken lamnls, which had to be taken ilovvii one by one. Above ^ 
this painting was a series of portraits* i^xtendiiig for exactly the same 
widtli and rising 1 foot autl 7 inches alx>\'e. James ^i^tuart, wdio saw' them 
in jj<>sitioii. enumerates fifteen—armed figure w'ith eagle* St Peter, St John* 
St Andrew^ St Pauh St Matthew, St Thomas, St Catherine, St Philip* 
St James, St Bridget, Simfjii Zelotes, the painter, and two monks. Those 
that still re*main* plaeml like all the other ]jaintings against the wnllti ol 
the rhiircb. are itletitifletl as St Catherine t>l Alexandria* St ^latthias, St 
niomas,. St Simon, St .John Kvangelist, Christ* St Petew, St Antony* 
St James the less* St Paul* St Niniaii, 

Tills splendid ncreen must have shut off the ehaiif el from the luive 
as c^onipletely as does an eiknnostas?ls in an eastern ehiireh. Its wiiatoii 
destruction is greatly to la? n^^gretted as il dc^es not eseem that anything 
s cry like it survives elsewhere. Xo sueli large paintings iMdongiiig to a 
roml scnH*n apxiear to exist in the British Inles, hut in more inagnifieent 
surroiimlings slightly similar ones may he seen In the great Marienkirehe 
at IJibeek*

That this was not an 
oi>eii one seems to l>o iiidicjited by the existence of n hagioscope through 
the wall just wjuth of the arch; the fact that this a]}peuis to be intended 
to affonl a view' of the high altar (which is still in ]>lnce against t]ic 
east wall) muy indicate that licre the roocl screen was libemUy pierce<t.

It is Biife to a,ssim>o tluit variety luid eharm wius given to nio«t or all 
of tile plain long e'hiirehes * of Scotland by these wide forhellofl lofts 
with Kt^reens below'. They were probably plnced relatively far west 

nncl they siiiteKl tlie lines of tlie building.^ 

Where (os at Dunkehl, Kg. K) a chaneei arch is still In tact, traces of 
the ri.*od at^reeii ainl loft lire not inieonimoii. Tlie Normnn arch at 
Dalmcuiy lias its oopitals haukeil fiboiit and roughly ehniuielted for a 
wide loft which was obviously su[)|>ort-ed by a wooden screen. It was 
clearly late work and (as is so often tlie c-iise in England) verj* little cure 
was tiiketi to maki- a neat job nf the junetion of wood and stone. At 
.St Fillan's, AWrehmr, another ebunh of Norman date, the abaci of the 
ehnneel nre^h are cut througli atid holes are made in the* outer order of 
the iireli for the insertion of a rcMid beam. .\t the ftlteentli*t^entury 
eollegiatc church of Hunglass the soillt of the east tower arcth, imniedi* 
atedy aliove the abaci on cncdi sidei is morticsed for the kxkI 1 >eaiii, which 
was ]>robably contcniixtraryi At tlie Hftecnth-c^ent•ury ruined chureh 
cjf Muthill the idiancel arch has no resiionds; in the soffit each side is a 
liole for the rood Iwani ami on the north side the stone iibovo is pared 
away for some iwirt of the loft or iwreen. 

laurelosp screens, separating chaiicls and aisles, whicdi in Iviiglaiid 
are a nmgniiiceitt feature! of many great ehurrhes, have in Sc!oth'ind 
left hardly a tmee. At the fourteenth-c!entury south aisle of Fortroso 
t'litheclral - w'hose most conspietious ieature is what loots exactly like 
a ri>oil turret, though it did not nerve any such puniosi?—there are ruined 
tombs beneath tlie weatber-wopa archcif which suggest tlie glorie-s of 
Tewkesbury cjultej but this stands almost alone. This aisle lins the 
nppeuraiiee of having been a sejiarate chun!h- At Carlisle, Chichester, 
and Norwich parta of the cntliedrals were ijarocliial. 

At Torpliiehen Priory during the llfteenth century timber screens 
were placed aernss the west, north, and soutii uivihes of the crossing.

Home cjf the finest of English sereens are post-Reformat ion work, 
partieiilarly at Oxftwd and Cainbridge. In Seotlarwl we have very few. 
At Falkland Falave theaiite<'hai>el is partititniefl off by a fine aerentreenth- 
eentuiy- screen, iliaplayiiig jninels below and turned balu.sfersi tlellght- 
fiilly varied, above. The rharaeter is entirely elaaKic. !n Ht OlnCs 
Chun^h at Kirkwall i^; a screen formeii of carved comice^s and panels in 
relief made up from the epifleopnl gallery ereK.!ted In the cathedral by 
Bishop George Grahain in the reign of Charles L: but these seem to 
stand nearly alone. 

Scottish tdnirch screens art* few. Even if oidy slight traces be eounte<l 
the total hardly exceeds forty or fifty- In England the ctirresiioinling 
numhe^r must run far into the thousands. At leabit half her niediteval 
churches retain some"! memory of sereens. But all these naturally fall 
Into a few obvious groups, while the si^anty ?nirviving Scottish screens 
are so misceltanenus in character that they olis^tiriately refuse to la* 
class!tied. In lioth c'oinitrics^ however^ it Is clear that the screen and 
not the idt^ir was by far the nio^^t conspicuous fcatun* of a medijeval 
church or chapel, whether lavroebial, monastic, cathe^lral, collegiatef 
academic* or domestic- 

This is not without a certain appropriateness, for while mi altar of 
some sijrt is the i-ommon ]iro|M^rty of almost evety" faith in the w'cirkl 
(exf!cpt Islam) the rood loft iind screern are wholly and exclusively 
Ghristiiirip They were developetl purely in the GhristLuii service; they 
have no nualogj' in tlie fabrics of any other religion on earth.

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DIE INTEROHAXGES BP:T\VEEN SCOTTISH MINTS.

MeJieeval S^jotlaiid was not rirh and consequently tliere was tio grent 
demand for a metallic meflium of e^ci^bango, Whiit daman id there was, was 
met to a great extent by importing foreign moneys largely thiit of England. 
This may be i-learly seen in surh hoards as the .Montmve, in wliieli tlie 
English outminilx'refl the Sc^ottish coins in the j>roi>ortion of about 
20 fen 1,^ The bulk of the Scottish portion of this hoards morefiver. dates 
from the end of Alexander reign when the long-iHingle-cross eninage 

was struck I which coinage is the commonest of all the Sitottish Hcries* 
In the circiiniHtnnf^eH it is not rtiirprising that the outj>ut of the S<'Ottish 
mint slnnihl have lieen scantand that the specimens whic-h have sur¬ 
vived to our times shoukl serve to show how few ilies there were actually 
in uRc. Even the extensive scries of the Alexander III. long-siiigle- 
cross jjeiinies^ svhich mark the most pros|ieroiis ]>eriod of Sf;ottish mcdittjvn! 
history, can frwjiiently he iilent!fled as being fnj^m the same dies as thost* 
illustrated in Bums* Sciottish numisnuitists are iieciiUnrly fortu!iiite in 
that Burns puhltHhcd his iiivnluahle work at a time when i bust rations 
ccmld be ]>ro]>erly and exactly protlut-eih toid in that ho had a ]nitron 
who could afford to have them so done- As a result, the sturlent is able 
to make a study of die impressions with coTn|jarative ease. Often lie 
can establisli the exact identity of his t^wn cfans with those in Burns's 
platen. 

The Hubjet^tof the transfe^r of ilies fnim mint to mint is an interesting 
one- There are a number of possible explanations h^r these transfers: 
(a) I'lie movements of the King and Courts (6) a tour of the varkjus 
mints made by ilie chief moneycr; (c) the rq>cnung or reo|jening of 
a mint nnd the supply from another mint of flics alrc^arly listed there j 
(f/) the cloKing of a mint iirul tlu' return of useable dies t« the issuing 
offifa^ 

I ha\“e not thought it worth while coTisidcring the suggestion that 
coins with the names ctf diflerent mints were struck at the capital, or 
elsewhere than at the towns whose names they bear* -\s there were so 
many issu€'S which were ia>iifined wlu>lly or in part to Edinhiirgh. It is

Xi:ir hiive I attempteii the inijuissible task of tracing the trnni?rer of reverse 
dies, though Home altered or partially altered reverw dies are known. 
W^hat I have done ia to note ease^ of the transfer of cib%^erae dies from one 
mint to aiM>ther, and I now submit a number of such instniiei^s which 
have come to my notice- 

The first example of a transfer of an obverse die given by Ihims Is 
that of an Ah^xantler III. long-double-cross penny. The die in question 
IS that of the obverse of figs, 80 and 80Ad tiic reverses of svhich he 
reads as WA<LT4R) Be[eWJh> and rSiNALD P^R* resi^tivelyd 
This transfer vvoidd seem to be most easily account€?d for by (c). as the 
mint of Fertlu active under William the Lion^ did not (ho far as we 
know) strike during the reign of Alexander 1 tin dor tvhieh tve must 
Include the coins of small module with the name of William.* The 
traiisferred die is ^tyle t, of BnrnSf so that a die appears to have l>cen 
sent to Perth on the rBO|>cniog of that mltit, which continued to strike 
all three styled of head. Berwick being the principal mint would be l>est 
able to spare the nwessarj' mac hi nary to give Perth a start. 

Tht^rp follow' two curious scries, namely, the obverse of fig- 110,whicli 
is as3o<Viateil with reverses of DVMp MVN, and FR^jS* and the obverse of 
fig- 127, which is assi>ciatcfl with the same three reverses, and hi addition 
with a reverse of GLA/ In eAch case the moncyer is Walter. All tliesc 
mints, with the exception of MVN (Montrose), which had the smallest 
outputt are repre^sented also in the earlier Issues,^ so that we f^aimot 
aecept the view" that n moneyer was sent on tour to ni>en new mints. 
The only explanation winch seems reasonable is that Walter was 
the King's moneyer^ nnd that cllher on a rt\vfil progress through the 
priiu-ipai tow^ns of the kingdom (rt)* or when sent on a special visitntioTi 
to insjicct the mints (5)» he stnn^k tlie coins of thest? mints with his own 
obverse die- 

With Class V* of the long-<lonblc-crc>Hri scries the naming of mint 
tow'iis comes tcniporariiy to an end, except for a revival in the reign of 
dohn Bnliol, and then only hi the i-nse of St Andrews. 

All the money of Rfibert I. is without mint-namest and there is only 
one type of reverse—that is, midlets of live points wliich is probably 
from tile mint of Edinburgh.

I ha VO also a s^weimeii with the obverse of fig. 2tj2B (Eciiiiburgh) 
and the reversie of fig. 27fi (Aberdeen). This suggests tliat, after being 
Ufcie^l ill Edinburgh, the dies were ^nt tc^ Aberdoon on the ripening of 
the mint there. Ala^rfieen rej±setl to strike after the sec^ond variety of 
tlio inteniiodiate head, wdieti tlie dies may have lieeii returned to Edin¬ 
burgh, AS I have a mule wdth the obverse of fig. 275 (Aljerdeen) and 
an Edinburgh reverse, Tliis w<aild bet an instanfie of the fourth of my 
possible esiplaiiations (d). 

In the reign of Robert 11.i ivhen Perth and Dundee * reappeAr as mints, 
Burns notes two intcrelianges of diesp nnmelyt a balf-groat witli an obverse 
as tig. (Edinburgh) and a reverse as fig. 32fiA {Dundee}, and a ijenny 
with an obverse As Burns's No. 6 (Edinburgh) aikI a reverse ah his No. 12 
(Perth). Siiiee Perth mid Ed in burgh seem to have had a more or les^ 
equal output In this—atid the earlier ]^Tt of the nest—reign, it is dillicult 
to decide which was the princripiil mint, but thomiilefi Dundee-Ed inburgh 
hnli-grout eited aliove wouhl point to Edinburgh as tlie plaee from wliieh 
the dies ivere Hiipijlied. I have recently been fortunate enough to se^nire 
three Indf-grciAts wliieb form an Interesting eomHination. The obverse 
is in each ease from the same die ns fig. 220^ with a small li 1>eb1nd the 
hear). The first of these half-groats is of Ed in burg] i, the second of Per tin 
And the third of Dundee. This miistt I think., afford an exnin]>lc of. my 
second explanation (5), ns it seems cdeair that the King's moiieyer IBonachio, 
RonagiiiH, or Bon age tfiok his lUe in person from mint to mint in proc^ess 
of re-starting them, 

Lt is more diffifnilt to tlieorisi^ on the die-transfers during the reign 
of Roliert. 111. The spijuerice of the tyiies liere js not regular; while 
Edinburgh struck all the coins of the iiJahi niwl )>elIet-iHiiiiteii tressiire 
tyi>eH, the earlier issues of the frefoil-pointe<l tressure groats are exelu- 
Biveiy of the Perth mint. The first example given by Burns of the 
interehnnge of dies is that of the griwi-ts tig. 272c' (Efiinburgh) ami 
fig. 37Hr> (Perth), whieli have a common '"round-fared'’ <ibven?e.

During tilt i^iitnini^r of 1935, whon i^ngngvd cm work of investignfion 
for the Royal CommisHion on AiUTent MonumentH, I had an ojjjwrtunity 
of inspoftiiig. along witJi Professor Bryte, the eurious momirafrit in tlie 
island of Hoy, well known as the Dwnrfie Staiie. It is n huge isolated

deaerihed again and again long liefore .Sir \\'alter Seott enhaneeil its 
familiarity and glamour hy the uar he made of it Eu "The Pirate.” 

The immense mass of rtak rests hroadside-down on the sIojh^. 3011 
yards north of the Hamars. tte shiii>e is rougldy that of a reetiingxilar 
prism, broken here and there, and also onn Ji weathered through long 
ages of exposure, ]>artienlarly on the top where the forees of disinte¬ 
gration and fiestnietion have lietui aided by the jHamliar striitifh^ntion of

It should [irfdatbly be iifiMK iateti 
with the megalitfiic [leople from the south and west, and W dated to the 
n^uiote and obscure period of transition between the tw’o pliases of 
i-vilture I iiHve just named. 1 sliould like to suppeirt this statement by 
describing later two analogies from the Mediterranean and by referring to 
other tombs from the inteironing countries, as well as by tlniwing attention 
to certain feature's in some of the monuments in Orkney itself. Meaii- 
while Professor Biyx-e authorises me to stiy that iie exjiresseil complete 
agreement with me oii tlie fii>ot. 

It should be added tliat legend lius its jmrt to jday in connection 
with this explanation also. The story of a giant or a dwarf ean only 
have arisen after tlie true origin of the monvimont had long l>een for¬ 
gotten, and that in itself must indicate an ancient lineage. Hut then* 
is something else. Tt is surely sigoifirant that, in all countries where 
inegnlithie monuments are found, tliere should be a su]M*rstitious aicso- 
ciation of giants with uudisputeil cairns of tlie Xpolitiiie or Bronze Ages, 
throughout the area of distribution. Our own islands furnish maiij' 
examples of “ftiiinls' Graves” and tlie appUeatioii of the Icgeinl to the 
Ilwiirfie St line would seem to bring it into line with these in ix»iiect 
of time anti piir;Htsf‘, Dr Utineun MiiekeiiKie exprewes bis belief that 
the ‘‘tfimbs of tlie giants” in Sardinirt batl “an etiinulogical cuimcction 
whirli brings them into one genend context with the wliolc rest of the 
nihldle and ivesfc itediterranean ns well as of west Europe, and as far 
atield as Britain and Noni'ny,” ‘ 

The (finnt's Tomb at MoLufii In tiardinia * (iig, o) oilers u close parallel 
to the Uwarfic .Stane. In all its features except size the reseniblaiice is 
remarkable. It is initircly liewn out of tlie sandstone rtH-k and it has a 
central corridor, on eitlier side of wliieli is a recess. Iiaving tlie door 
raised above the corrif.ior level by « kerb in much the same way, Otbei- 
links ore the curvature of the walJ surfaces and the fHi-t that the 
untrance has been closed by a large Htoiie. In a word, the antilogy- is 
c<nu[}lete in everj- I'sseiitial. A si'i-ond satisfactory' parallel is furmslu'il 
by the tomb of s’Aliba HxaJaga * (figs, it and fi}. It is probiiblv 
iinHnisln>d. Wo far as conifdeted, however, it shows a chamber hollow'ed 
out in a laige isolated Ijouldcr, this time of granite. Only one i.-ell seems 
to liave tjceti con templates I, and tlie suggestion lias l>een rimdc that the

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instructi\'e. The grotesque-looking objects on the top of the tomb of 
s’Abba Eiogada (Jig, ft), it ought to be e^[ilniiicKh are natural. 

Molafa h an adaptation in nx^k of the bnilt t^imbs of the megalithle 
period. Tiicsp nre usually (•oustruetfd of stoue, but many i-oiubini'

9 of a gmup at 
8an Vicente, Mallorca ifig. t))," which shown the aitmc nviml>er of cells 
aimilarly disposed at the end of the corridor. In the i;roup the roised 
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kerl>, so conspicuotis in the examples licrt* descriheil, is a not lieu ble 
characteristic which is well re[)rcsente<l in Tomb Xo- 7 (fig. 0).* The 
<Hicurrence of these points of emiilarity is a further proof of Mediterniiieun 
influence. 

Beturiiiiig to Ifacshowe, we may note that some <»f the stones have 
b<;eii dressed with a twl that has left on the surface a covering of 
pit-marks. Ttiis is an additional feature linking it with tlio Dwarfie 
Stone, on the walls of which pit-markings are very prunoiiin-ed. It

bronze tools. Nor is there any n-asem why ]>ointe<l flint or stone siiouhl 
riot have been used. 

1 am informcxl by a metal-worker^ who hiis watcheil Africa ii natives 
at work %vith stone implements^ that the latter iin^ mut-h to l>e j^referreil 
to those made of soft untem^iered metals. Bfasides., the satisfaetory use 
of flint as a medium has l>een successfully demotistriited by the ex|wri- 
nierit of Sir J. Y. Simpson, carried out in our own Museum more thar^ 
seventy yeans ago.* The subject of his teat wjia the back of one of the 
stonea in the Si'!iiij}iured Stones of •Seolkmd* The materia] selc<*tesl 

was not a ijoft siind stone but ho met hi ng more difficult to work, a grey 
Al^crdecn granite from Kintore* The doorkeeper of the Museum^ he says,

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cut for him, in two iLoiirn^ wiilia Hint and wocxlen mallets t wo-thirds of a 
circle, lieveii indict in ilia meter* nearly three-quarters of im inc'h hmadt 
iihc>ve a quarter of sin irudi in depths find very ^mootli tjii ifc» cut surface. 
Thecx]>erimcnt, he cutic luded, sh<jvveil that eiqis aiut rings might have been 
prodiKMKl liefore the in trod net ion of metals, or in the Stone Age. Tti 
M alta two structures of Neolithic date, Hjigiiir Kiiii and Mnaidra, show 
plt-niarkcd dressings^ The marks at the former resemble those on the 
l>\varfie Stane in being more or lews iiH'identjil, but thone at the latter 
are diflci^mt and arc iritended for decoration. Both sliow "what may l>e 
elYecled in t!ie dressing of stone work even without metallie tools. Pro¬ 
fessor .1. Tj. Myres has stated that the marks at Hagiar Kim have li€*efi 
pnotlueed simply by pounding with ii hammer* and that at ^Inaidra they 
have been cut f>ut iind workcil larger by rubbing with a Htic^k and some 
sandp* Finally * in IflOl, more than a huiidriM] stone imiilements wert' 
fouml during excavations at Stcnieheiiget most of them lieing Hint axes 
whieli luul probably br^^n usf*d ftir dm^ssifig the softer of tlie sfind stone 
blof^ksA 

Hugh Jliller. who, iueiilentally. canned his name on the pillow stone* 
estimated that with piek and (diisel he eouhi ext^avate such another 
cavity as in the Dwarfle Stane in three weeks or a month,* With 
fjint iniplements tlie task would, of <-ourse. Ik? much more toilsome* But 
a lavish exyK^nditifre of time and lal>our must generally have been 
iiieurced iUi the coiislnietiori of these early tomlw^ anti in this resiJect 
the Dwariie Stane is not by any nieiiiis exieptional. Though unlciue in 
eharsicter in the British Isles, it is not isolatetl in type, the series of iron- 
necting links eualjlijig us to derive it from the rot-k-eut tomlse^ of the 
Medlterninean* But a series of i-omieetiiig links hfirdly seem iKs-essniy 
to prove the Ji-Hsoeiation. 'fhe f^orreiHp.>iKlence of the nr chi tec turn 3 
features is in itself stiflicieotly fon-efiil and irontHneing to estahUish 
iilmost hev'oiid qut^istion a direct coiiimuiiication. Stripped of its romanf'e 
and legend as a habitation, tbe Dwarfie Stane yet remains more 
interesting and imiairtaiit in fii'tiinl fiiet, as ji tomb winch survives as a 
mominient of one of the earliest phases of culture which these islaruU 
have witni=4^sciL

To Uke hut n siiiglu irintanc-o, 
even a frasuol penisid of the Desrriptio leaves a distinet imprerfsion thiit 
the author knew his Orkney well, and yet the piiiee iiaiiieH are liere aiut 
there so severely nitingletl as to be Imrely ixH otriitsahle, Is it, for cttiunple, 
*tt idl likely that a former* or for tlmt mfttter of it anvone else who knew 
Orkney %vell, would fjivo the name of “the Star of Lupeiiess’* to Start 
Point, the lieadland that juts out earttwards from the nortJiern end of 
the hiij of hopjiess in ^uinday,’' On the other hand, it is extreiiielv 
probtdde that in the wixtcetith c‘entury tins headhin<i was ealled “the 
Start of Iftjjieness,*' for “Point" is a vain repetition, “the Start" 
already meaning neither mure nor less than “the Promontory-'* (fruni 
.\orse “a tatl"). And. if that waa whnfc “,Io. Hen” wrote, what 

more natural than that an ignorant eopyist should emend to “Star"? 
Similar marks of a defective .MS. trudition w'ill he apparent when we 
eonsider the nefoiint of the DwarJie Stane, to whieh it is hom- time to 
turn. Ill passing, however, it may be remurke<1 that, if 1 am right as 
to these lieiiig eopy-ist's errors, they an^ in tliemHelves Hiiffii ient to free 
Sir ,James Balfour from any suspieinu of lomidkity in a forgery: they 
apix^nr in the MS. whieh was written by his own hand. 

i'owhere is the intimacy of "do. Ben's" J<j<al knowledgi* more manifest 
than in liL* description of the Bwarrie Staue and its surroundings. Readers 
f>f the original who have visiteij tlie sijot will appreciate the acrcuraey of 
the opening. On tlie one side towers the mass of the Ward Hill of Hoy, 
oii the other are the less lofty Bwarfie Hfttnars, and in the valley iKUwiH'tl 
— iw/er iittm is the plirase iisiwl — is the Dwnriie Stane itself 't'his is 
rejir^nted as having been the handiwork of a giant and his wife, u liu 
fashioned it for thoir own habitation. Tlicn follows what is without 
doulit a lirstdiand picture oi‘ tlie tiioimmeiil. Hardly any detail is 
omitti-<l. Even the eomnivity of the roof Ims licam iioted. Tim most 
serious hlernisli 1 h t he Jiit rusion in S. H .S. of the phrase “ f/Hofroa ararid/iims." 
The HiM-ond word is unknown to Jjdin lexicographers. Sundl wonder, 
-weiiig tliut it is nil in^entioti of Ihirry'a tmtiscriher. All three .MSs! 
nan] eerco:«/i/jua,i ho that what js meant is that tJie couch {pii/w*aar) hat I 
a double pillow, which, however, we «re told, was not in two pieces hut 
consisted of a single block of stone. The hrrnl toueh is that the tlofirwa v

He bihiipfnL 
n stone in Hucdi a w^ay that Its tlimensions eorrcsponcleil exactly to those 
of the door, his idea being to shut the hnilders iiiHide an<l starve thciii 
both to death. Aeeordiiigly, in the words of S.H.S, —

Ignoring the rotUrndLction lM?tween 
the ilrst four words and the last two^ iiiul ctispensing with any fiirtlier 
disemssion of the lueaiung of iVapbo-iion, 1 woidd iioint out that “with 
his haniiiier'^ ftsr .^rij> nmlem Is Indefensible. Suis would 1x> otlosi% the 
plural would he wrong, mid the Ijitin word for a hmnnier vvould he 
rnis-spelt. Yet B+iIbnir and the other trtinserilx^rs evidently understood 
tiie phrase in the same way as the translator has done, for they wrote 
ttKiUt'iH. This leaves two out of tlie diflii-nlties iintoiicdied, ami a 

more ilrastit^ remeiiy seems to l>e reqiiinfd. 

I would venture to suggest that, jnst as lack of aeriuaintnnee wUli the 
position of tiie moivuntent led to in ifummihih Wing trmisForminl into

With this reading, ifnis would W perfeetly in 
onler. and ive shoiihl get an exeelient ssense, eom|>leting in the neatest 
ixpssible way the piidnre conjuretl up l>y auribu» inpiim frmtMit. The 
hnprisnned ginnt liad Ixen roused Wfore the iapis fubrivaius Innl bi^^n 
timist sufTii iently far hi to Idock the exit from the einmdier. He was 
now eroiieluiig in the corridor, mnkiiig a desjxyrnte effort to prevent the 
great stone from being driven fartlier in, Wth hmids ivere eiigagtnl in 
tiie effort mid he tlai^ed not relax his gri]j for a niotneiit.

Tins Note lias Htretehed out to a length irkuc^h greater than 1 hH<l 
intemiecl. But it will have served a good purpose if it show's that there 
is still something to he done for *'iJo. Ben,'* It is very desiruble that a 
competent scliolar, like I)r Miirwiek, thoroughly at home in the geo- 
grapliy of Orkney, should re-edit the Latin text and give us a fVe«h trans¬ 
lation. My impression is tJmt, if he concentrated his attention on B. 
and took no aci:ount of-fe.H.S., be would Knd his task easier than might 
be suppomxl. Barr>'’» transcriber is responsible for much confusion. It 
is a great pity that tiie editors of S.H,S. allowed him to lead tiiem so 
far astray.

ACCOrXT OF THE EXCAVATIOX OF A HTTT^IHCLE WITH AX 
ASSOFlATEn EARTH-HOUSE AT JARE^HOFp 8UMBURCH. 
SHETLAXn, CDXDUCTED OX BEHALF OF H.M. OFFICE OF 
\VOIlKS IX lfl35 BY ALEXANDER O* (-URLE* C.Y.O.. LLJ>., 
F-S.A.Sc’ot., RS,A. 

A tVw yoars ago there %va^ expo?je<i im the ei^treme western limit of 
the area on whieh lay the grcjuj} of proluytorie ilwellirij^ Xo&. i-v nl 
.JarlsihoL aoJ the iis^oeiatecl middens, a stone Mall of Iom' elevntion in 
the form of an arc of a circle, but it Mas not until tlie Avorknuui, in tidying 
ii[) the area after the eloae of the excavations ill discovered an 

a^iSO^Matell earth-lionse that it vim ilecmed tiecesARr>' to make n thorough 
examinatifin of the site. 

This resulted in the exi>osiire of a circle (plan, lig-1) formed with a dry 
l>uiit ivall, roinposeil of coiujuinitively .^niall flat stones and placed in 
revetnieat against tlie face of a bank (fig- 2), On tlie western arc the wall 
had been entirely removed* At mcjst its heiglit renialned to only about 
18 inches. The eircumference of the ci^cle!^ whieh mo-s fairly regnlar in 
form^ Avas some 25 feet. J^ubbsequeritly an inner l>ank had been formtHL 
in port revottecl with a w^alh and in part M’ith flat-sidec! boulders, forming 
an are running from opposite points in the circle and resUicing the interior 
by about one-quarter^ the remainder rortniiig an oval measuring some 
22 hy Hi feet* This inner wall m^us, boMcvert not all of one perioiL A 
jK^rtioii at its north end was better i^4>nstrueted than the remninder^ Mdiieb 
was very rude and lay ujkui soil at a higher level. The longest axis of 
this later enclosure lay from north-M'cst to soiith-ejist. The entrance 
the earth-bcinse, situated at the nortliern extremity, was Wneath a Lintel 
placed in alignment with the inner face of the s€a!ondary hank. It was 
nptuirent that tlio outer ivalJ bad been cut througli for the ronstmetion 
of this undergrounil (diamlx^r, as the ivall, where this ha<l occurred^ dipped 
noticeably owing to the removal of the imini in its immediate virinitv 

(fl^. 3). 

On the floor of the segment eut off by the later constmetion there 
vvjis Jittle e\idenc-e of occupation either by discoloration or the finding 
of relics^, tiie only ohjec't found being an imjjerfi^iet slnte tool with a 
serrate etlge obvioni^ly referable to a much earlier period (fig, 4). A Uu^ 
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upright slub firmly fixefl ntid sw?t uu etige projet-tc-iJ frum tlie nf tLt 
wall on the iiortli-ea#it> mid following dirt'iition, an upright stood at 
right nnglerf to the faee of the wall on the opposite side of the rinde^ 
Two other upright slnb^ stood up from the surhue nvdially, one- 

towarflri tlie south and the other towarcln the soutli-west, fkdiind the 
former a pit had been dug to a depth of nearly 3 feet, and filled with 
stones e^ideTltly to maintain the stone in position. The purpose whieh 
these uprig]its served h not obvious, but it may have Ixnm eonneerted 
with some arrangement for covering over a small segment of the interior, 
ns appeurs to have been done in an area to l>e dealt mth hereafter.

Likewise the floor of the nndertrronml eh amber C'anntMTted with thiw 
liut-eiride^ the cie:eu]Mition of whirh, ftir reasons prevkiualy atated^ ob- 
viouHly l>ehin^tKJ t<i tliiH eiirUer period. was so frei' from diHeoJoriitioii 
as to reeogi I Liable with difficulty.

We have also met with three distiiic;t elasses of pottery, 'fliat 
helongjng to the earliest period wiien the veasels were of the flower-pot 
form or iK>wl shaiied, sometimes with one or, more rarely, two head- 
moulilings on the rirn. Sei^ond, pottery with dee[)ly inelsetl deeoration 
forming lounge and chevron ornament, found nt vViltrow*; and lastly, 
the pottery of the anbseqiient jieriodK at Jiitlrthof, with the frecpient 
iM:eurrence of ahotddercHl vtisaela. pi>ts with invertetl rims, anti ot'c'Hsioiial 
finger-tip imjiresainns.

't’here have been revcoled tw'o definite tyiies of dwellings -the oval 
or elliptical type, with ah entrarure at one ciui, an open court in the centre,

MTve the ix>piiJation fjf the piirish, wliieh lincl iiK-raiswl frreatly with tlie 
{rrijwtli ul' hiihirttrA"after the ftnuMlirifr of Uarroii iron Wrirks. The ehnri-hp 
whieh wiij* of mieiform plmu f/oiiniletely ile.stroyed ’with the exrei>- 
tioii of the trwer built over Uie mid vvJiieh wiih t^iirrled on four 

piers Hiliiateil at the iiiiglea of the walls ft^rnuai hy the transepts^. I he 
!!<|iac^e l>elow tlie nrehe.4 of the ercjssiiig wuh bviilt up, ami the urea, thus 
eiM’losed beearne the entrariee hall of the new idiurelit whieh was ereett^tl 
tti tlie north of the original i^ite. 

I'hc lower iMirt of thU tower in the only hit of the existing fabrie 
whieh is pre^ Reformat ion in datCk it is almost entirtdy ptnlx^ldeiJ in 
later work. Imt a HTnall ^uirt of the north fat es of the two southern piers 
ean be seen in do<jrw'a>'s* They appear to lx? of iifleenth-eentury date, 
with kt^eled shafts anil the usual mason s marks, 'fhe npiwr part of the 
tower was rtd>uilt in 1740, anil iias tlie projeetlng c[iio[Tai of the i>ericxh 
tlujiigli the l>uttresses of the earlier hiuliling ran he seen projfH^tlng from 
the ileeiwr eightiHmth-irentiiry work. At tlds iXTioil the stf^ple wim 
re-en,Nde€l in stone instead of in t ini her ami tilate as previously. Some 
years ago a ilfH>r wiis driven thnaigh the south fare of this tower alx>ut 
twenty feet from the ground. exjKjwing the tne<liji>™l mortar and oy'ster- 
shell pimiiugri. 

In the Falkirk Monihlif Magtizim* of 1827 there is a drawing of tlie 
old ehiireli as it npijeareil i^hortly bettire its demolition.

The south tnuisept servetl as a ebapel fc.ir tlie Knights Hospititllei^. 
who owned the ]trtv[a»rty on the south side 4>f Kolkirk Hipli Street. Tiie 
north transept was prolKildy ileilleateii to St Miehuel the Arebaiigid. for 
there is a eharter of dames Vt., tlateii 2lst Deeemlvor 1580, eiiaftniiing 
one by .James Oswald. C'haplain of the Aisle of St Mlehael the Arehangfd 
in Kalkirk Parish ('biindi. by wliieJi he jxissed on to liis nephew ffnir 
irofts in Stirling belonging to the ehaphiinry, nith the eoiisent of the 
Patrons of the Cbnplninry. iiiitnely, the Lyon King and the two Hoyal 
Heralds. Holwrt Kier. writing in 1827, says that “the LiWagstones of 
(.'alkndar Inirhal their ilead witliiii tlie South Aisle of the old Kirk of 
Falkirk." On the other liand. a visitor to Kalkirk in IfillT says: “On the 
North side ftf tlieai> isles (i.r. the transepts) art* eixjtes of arniej^ not very 
visible what they are. Init said t*p !«■ the mates of Livingstojies," The 
fornier is [)rrdMilv|y tlie eoireet staletnertt as the eoniieetion of the 
Livingstone fnmily with the Onler of St .icdin was ehwip. Sir Henry di* 
Lb-ingstone, son i>f the sei-otiil Livingstone lord of (.'alleinhir. was. 
Preeeptor of the Order in MtW. shortly after tins eliuivel was huiU, anil 
the last eliHTilidn. who died in 1575, wiia also a Livingst^nie. 

Ill the two grenitiH of later elligies. the njale hgnres are on (he sinister 
side, imlieating that the,v eiiMie Imm toinlM situatevl on tin* south side 
of the kirk. It is tln-refore [vrvssible that their luntnitiieiits were siliiatefl 
ill the south transeirt and laideHyuig the gnat window. The arch over 
eneli rceess forms a I'anop^' over the effigies. 

Tliere js in the |>ussessioii of .Miss MeLiiekie. Falkirk, a st<iiu* wivu Ii 
almost eertidnly eaine from the Parish t’hnreh of Falkirk. It bears a 
shield dispJat'iiig tbt* emblems of the Piissjori. 

Kalkirk ean also show iwti interesting exnm]des of fakevl antkjiiities.

At a little distniu'c from this toinh ia a atone whiirli is said to cover 
the rcniiiins of Sir .lohn Stewart, fllso killcfl iit the Iwittle of Fulkirk. This 
stone is simple, ivithout carving or iusn-riptioii, and may well lx- of this 
date. 

Two effigies, obviously mediievai, lie at present in an an hctl nioim- 
ment on the iiortli wall of the churcdiyartl. This monument i« dated 
1723. iiiid W'lis crt+cttwl by George Preston of VnllcyfJeld for Ids griitid- 
)w.reiit.s, Thomas Murebcncl of Rnsbey-luJl and Ids wile. The effigies 
represent a man in idvtlinii dress nml his wife. They fire l urveil from ii

Tlie second pair of efltgies* though iniioli more worn even than the 
first pair, an* tdjviously at least a cciitiiry later in ilate, Tlie ii[ipcr arm 
and the tliigfi of the male figure are protectetl by o^'erljipping plates. 
The ssvord, liuvvover, is very similar to that of the first tignrei as if has a 
simple i ros^i-hdt with curved quilliuiis. The female figure has pufl'erLont 
sleeves and a low head-dress* witli a i urimis groove round tlie waist.

hojul of Daviot * nttention iva;* drawn to the set-oinlary r‘hiirnoter of the 
ahort frist (to tlit* east of Minor CRirii No. 8), its (‘onteiiLi, and it^s ctiveriiif' 
stnurtnre. Eiveavntion had i>erforr‘c to be discontiiiu»l following tiie 
djfwiovorv' of the i-int, owing to the lateiiewt of the season; nntl work was 
therefore continued lust season at the ]>oint where it was dist-oiitiiuiefi 
in 1831. the ohjeet Iieing to discover the lituils of the f-nirii-like Htrnctnre 
covering tJie short i-ist. Almost nt oiiee we came utHin the Inte Bronze 
Age cemetery, although its presence was entirely nnsiisiieetefl. Fortun¬ 
ately the ritiiieil meiliieviil earthen dyke* lay (iirectly across the diameter 
of the < emetery, therehy assisting in the preservation of the site, Un- 
Rirtuiiately, it wnii iieeeiwnry entirely to remove it befbre work eoxiltl 
jirocced. 

The cist [iroved to iw sitnat^si iitimedlately on the erlge of tile 
cemetery. It was not inekuUsi witliin tiio cemetery, hut servwi, sci to 
speak, ns a link between the eariy Bronze Age (the [leriod of the Stone 
Circle) and the late Bronze Age (the [leriotl of the eemeterj*), being itself 
of middle Bronze Age dates IVjr it was clear that it waa a later adilition 
to Minor Cairn No. 8 of the Stone Cin-ie, It will tints lie ultservetl that 
the dividing line of Inrge stones, noted in 1934, was in reality ii division, 
fiM tentatively suggestetl at tiie timei the {amjih- who constructed the cist 
ntid its covering atmeture wanted n definite line of deniarr-ation between 
it and the stone circle. When we study Inter the pottery from the 
cemetery we shall tiiscover that tlie North-Eastern Bronze Age reinaincil

At eertaiii jjojiits In tlie iKUiiithiry diteh (marked hy iliHi^qniilly hati lnsi 
areas on the plitn (lig, 1)) eonsiilevahle evicirjn-e of lire wii.s noted. Fires 
hail hifii kindled on either side of rncli enlranee, ftTxl also mirlway 1»tween 
tlnwe entraiiees on tlie south-east and north-west sides of tlie cemetery, 
inakinj;; a total of six fires. The arens upon wliieli these fires had once 
burned were t.learly iilentilinhie by the reddening of the subsoil, and also 
by the Jiirge amount of ehareual anti ash whieh was found. All the llres.

eseeption is that on the east side of the south-west etitnincre. .Vml juat 
ns the fires liad dieti down, so wens they left when tlie dyke whs hnilt 
over them.

Here the aulwoil had in pin res lice ii hiiriit an intense nil, hihI titward the 
nortli entl of tiie area ehuniud nnd fisli were foninl to a depth of 2 inehes.

Pit whieli iHintain^^l the ereiuated remnina of a child, was 
full of lilaek earth and mucdi Jiue eliart'<Mih anil at ihiur-leve] the whole 
had been eoveir^l \vith stones carefidly llttetl together. Fit X also 
eontJiineil tlie eri'niiited reniaiiis of ii ehild. It, too, wjifi full of hlaek 
earth anil i-hareMl. 

Tlif- sole pit to \k^ covered by a cairn wan Oh Tile caim was approxi- 
Tfiately -I feet U inches iri gre^itest ilia meter. It consistetl for the most 
[lart of 41 single layer of stones^ laid directly upon the cemetery door; 
but near the centre there waji u sei-oiid layer of rather smaller stones* thus 
gi\ing a rajive^L effect in the middle. The removiil of these stones revcailcil 
a stone-Uned pit, 1 foot 5 ini dies in <!iameter and 1 foot 1 inch deojn 
situateil in the centre of the cainn The stonf^s ivluch liiu^l the pit iiiitl 
^xr*}n caKd'tilly fitted in^ one with the other^ and all were secure^ and earth- 
fiwt; hut tlicre w ere considerably feiver stones luiinfr the south sale of the 
pit than was tlie case witli the north Hide, where they reached alniosi 
to the base of the jiit. The pit had been filled with dark reihUsli-colound 
fw>[l, fairly harrl packed, but its removal rcvewled notbizig — the pit was 
empty of reiiiaiiiH, 

The sole obje<*t found caitside tlie pits w"as the jw^rtion of a sword- 
mould {fig» lU, C'). It was found a;;;aiust the ceriietery dyke* feet fi 
inches sonth-w'est of the cist, and within the i'cmetery* It %vaH HejMirated 
from the subsoil by rathcT more than 13 inches of soil, Itn jiOHition 
suggests that it hud lx?eiT kicki*ii against the dyke, which w^cuiM furtiier 
explain its dLsiiitegratioii into four fnirts^ some being 2 or li Inches apart.

ow'ing to the ioinpactcd nature i>f the soil, were numerous small and 
badly rolleil sherds of ciirly Inni Age ware. Amongst these were a fiwv 
rims blit ni> bases. The rims will lx* illiistmteil in a subsequent paper:

between Pit l> and Pit 8* were several small sliortls of a Beaker, 
iIic-1 Tiding a |H)rtion of the rim. Probably the IWaker ha<l 1>ecn disinterreil 
from the Htone Circ^le, litid tna\" Imve eoine from the Centre Pit. if not fnmi 
one of the Minor Cairns when these were eleaned out by tlie early Iron 
.\go folk (na enlarged ujam in tlie finit report)* On the north side of the 
south-Avest entrxiTiee, and just Avithifi the (-emetery. were found three ]HJt- 
rovern. two of a slaty inuterhil and the tUirtl of jp'anite. T'lie first tAvo 
were 3i iiiirhes and inehes in dimiieterT wldlst the livst aa'iis itielies in 
diameter* All were roui^lily fdii|n>e<:l to shaixs Near them was aho fouml 
a quartz jiebble, iiiehei? long+ whieh had het-ii utilised as a hanimer- 
stoiie, one eiid being heavily pitted.

(Jf the twelve urns reeovere<l, live Avere of tlie enlar|rfil FckhI Vesssel 
(E.K,V,) typCt six Avere of the overhiinging rim (O.H,K,) variety, and the 
last was of early Iron Age date. Of the tw'eE'Ot those of the E.F.V* lypt* 
nre the most highly deeorateih wliilnt in the ease of the OJl.R, type* 
cleeoratioii is eonRnetl to tAA'O urns only. The Iron Ag€' s'essel is quite 
phiim 

UtTiH Xos- 1 and 4 (hg- 8) are similar with iH^gard to fnrni of rim and 
outline, but they differ in the niiitter of cleeuration. The former is 
deeonitetl with parallel I5ne« of ineisions* made AA-ith a spatula iiieli 
wide. Tlu=^e ineisions Avere niofle Avhen the urn avhs inverted* and from 
the right* the spatula having beiui held in the right hand. Avhilst the pul 
was slowly revolvt'^l by the left hand* Alternate roAA's of irK-isions face* 
for the most ]>art.. in o|i|Kisjte dlreidions* giving a roiigli herring-bone 
etVeet. The Inside €if the rim wits aiiiiilarly tlevomted with two rows of 
ineisiotia. The uni is inrhes high and 7| inehes wide iit the mouth. 
I^rii Xo* i* whieh is 10| inehes in diameter at the mouth and As'its originally 
about 11 iiitdtt^ high, is similar, but it is eoril omauienleLl with herring¬

These Iavo urns eair^^ forw^nrd the same tradition in reganl to form of 
rim nncl oAitline AS'hieh W‘as represeTited by the Ini^tnise Cup found hist 
year in the sliort rist. In all essentials the three ontlim;^ and rims 
are the same; only in size and derorntion do these vessels differ, Xow, 
the Im-rense Cup avqs merely a diininutive Footl Vessel* and it further 
resembles Food Vessels AArliivh have been diseoven^i in this region- 
The present }KJtteiy is* thf?refoiret ii useful ilhistratipii i;if continuity of 
tnulition unalterixl. even Avitb the idiange of f“UStoni* Moreover, the 
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only two [iHrEillElij to ufiih Xo^. 1 and 4 i^oniE from Bridge uf Banff (^ine 
herring-1>one imtterii but u itli ineL^ioiis fdofser s[.>aced) and from Abderi, 
Kingboirit Fife (whipped eord liorriiig-bone iiofittern, very slight variation 
of rim). Tlie Si<mt hern most specnmrn of this t^>'pe eomes Iroin i-ddingstoii. 
Both well t Lanarkshire^ but liere it ha.s undergone slight variation of rim 
and outline* and the decoration tends to follow that of the O.H.Ep type. 
From the same locvility (Kyle Park* ITihliiigston) comes a ratlier squat 
urn, with the same incised iierriug-bone decoration; hut altliougli the 
outline is similar to the North-Eastern Hpecimcns, the rim has been 
daitenc^l at the <*flge. 

tlrri Xf>. R (lig. 9) prcHervea the grooved shouhler cif tlw^ degenerate 
Fond Vessel* The diameter at the mouth m l!^^ inehes and the original 
height was ]>rohahIy in the neighhnurhood of lH intdies. This uni aiau has 
the simple inrised herring-liciiie ]>atteni for deeorationp and here it was 
accomplished w'itli a s|>atula J inch wide* l^ms with similar rims anil 
outlines luiAe been foiincl at Newton of MonthhiiryT BauJf (eneruHtofU 
with iucis^Hl hcrriiig-ljone decoration); Ed^ll, Forfar (similar decoration 
to No* I — nulimeritary lugs on gi‘oove) ; Mill of Manms, Forfar (cnmisted. 
ificlsi^d herring- hone ilecoration below rim); \V<KKlliejld, Dunning, I'erth- 
sliire (cord herring-hone pattern, edge of rim slightly llattened); Westiea, 
St Andrews (nuHmentnr^" lugs on groove) s ^Vest^ulhe^, Berwick (in<!jsed 
lieiring-lMiriep rim HjilteiuHl on uuier edge); aim! from Linthiw^ Bcrwii^k

It is thus obvious that* not only is the herring-bone patti^m typical 
of the E.F.Vi type of Cinerary^ Urii^ hut the ty|ie itself Ijehings eysentially 
to the North-East.

|>ro]]iinent slioulcler. In Xos, (5 and 7 (fiff, T) tlu* nverlinii{riii)T rims iirt* 
lessH j)n>noumxHl, the necks have mori' or Jess straif;htened out, and the 
shoulderw liiive hwl their )>ronuiienr-e. There Is tlitis a gap of years 
ht'tHeen Ao. 12 and Non. 6 and c, hut Xos. 0 nnri 7 theiuHelves are jire- 
Slimed to lx* im>ri* or less i*iMitemiM>rjLpy, one with the other. In \'iew 
of file slight difiereneea of ritii, neck, and sJioulder, however, and of the 
fiiet that tlie pit for .Vo. 7 was of less ciepth tliiin the pit for Xo. 0, it 
is possilde that h short iiitervnl may sepaoite tJiewc^ tn-o himals, Xo. 7 
lieing, tliereforo, later than Xo. li. I'ni Xo. M, wliieli was 13J iuehea 
high and 10 ineliea hi diiinuter at tlie mouth, is deeonited U'tween 
neck and rim with esmi om a merit arranged in tlie form of lozenges.

5 (Hg. ft) 
we observ e that the overhanging rim had likewise suddenly dc-generntecl, 
its former presence Ixdiig markctl also with a conloiu With tliis 
degeric nition of rim ive note a ilei reuse in sine, .Vo. it Ijeing 10 inc hes 
high iiiid Sj iueJies in diameter at the nmiith. But ilegeneratloii did 
not stop there': with ihe der-reasc' in size, and in order to preserve tlie 
prciportions ot the vessid. the c'ordoii representutive of the shoulder was 
clropis-d. We oliserve this miteoine in urn .Vo. 3 (fig. ft), which is hut 
aj inehes high nnd 7^ inerbes in diameter at the moiitli. Botli Xos. it 
and 3 nre imdec-omtetl. t'rns Xos. .=j nnei 3 do not belong to the form 
known a.s the eordoiH*d t>i)e of Cinenirj’ I rns in fact, Xo, 3 is a 
degeneration ]>efMilior to the Xorth-Ivnst. A .stmiliir urn c-omes from 
the Ilacldo Hotiju* Estates in the same ccuinty, whilst n Inter and iinicli 
smaller example was found at FoiiHbrd, ('ulfen, Bimfn.lnre.t nloiig with 
another um very niueh like Xo. a, IVrha[)s the type rc^presented by 
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Xo. i^Liig that it is purely lotaU mHxieiic-eil 1>y the E.F.V. type 
of Cinernry Urn, 

Tlie iynti] urji^ No* IK is of early Iron Ajxe clnt*?* IJnfortiiiuitely it 
13 ineoinpLete, iiiiij wiis luidly erushetl wlien i'ound, ii state clue to its 
protnitlecl above tla^ Ic^vel of the secondary floor, Tlie vessel 
must liQA^e heeij about 7| iiirhea diameter iit the mouth and iilKuit 
8i inelics in lieiglit. In every way it eorrespomls to Type I* Peritul 1,

In the eompnratively small base 
and wide mouth may be seen the infliieucre of the Cinerary I'ru form, a

In re^xird to order of burial^ that of the tKlKHi ty[>e would be 
Nos. 12* ft, 7+ 5* and 3. Of the E,F.V. t-ypc* the order was prolmbly 
Nos. 1 (with 3)t 1. lOt and The final burial wa^ No. 11. It is thiis 
obvious tfiut ea^+fi urn was biiritHi nt miidoniii Jiltliou^^h tliere seeuia to 
have fjeeii a ]>refereiu:e for the north side of the i^emetery'.

'file iiiiique cdinrac'ter of tlie cemetery lia« ulrt^ady bc^-n discussed. 
It is the first of it3 kind 5 and thanks to the fact tluit it i» sitiiutiHl on 
laud now under the guardianship of tiie Commissioners of H.M. Works, 
it WHS iHjssible for tlie Aninent ^Monuments L>e]wirtmeiit to authorise 
the systematic invest ijjatioii of the site. The iiresent author washes to 
ackimwlcilffe his iiidelitc'clness to the Dc^partment. and particuilarly to 
Mr .K H* Ricliardsuiu liisiw-ctor of Ancient Monuments, for the oppor¬ 
tunity atfoj-ded liini of excavating the site on i>elmlf of tiie Deiiartment. 

Most cemeteries hitherto diseovered have been ehaiue buds, so that 
there hus Ikh^o little to show apart from the Cinerary L*rus v%’hieh they 
f^ontained. We are tfiiis deprived of the opportunity for rompnrisoii, 
so that it only remains here to discuss the i>oeulianties of the presimt 
c?emetery at K^ardiea<l of Oaviot,

For analogies to the double entrance we have to go no farther thiiii 
the Kin tore district, where small stone eirelcs, nt BrfHvmend of Criehie 
and at Foularton* uerc surrounded hy ditches, but the interior wuh 
np]>ix>aehable by means of two cause way h.^ Siinilnr causeways, wliicdi 
Kccm to Ijc Usually on the north and south sides, give accirsH to certniii 
of our cniriis** In view of tlie fact that some of sueli enctoscil arens 
seem to have been consccnitccl grounds the purjuwe of the ditch was 
merely to form an ohstrui^tion to prevent the layman from selling fool 
iyni hallowed grout uh ^I'liere ?+eeiiUi to be no reason for doiihting I hat 
the dyke at llOanhca^l of Daviot ^r^^ed the same tniriKtHc as tite iiIkivc 
fUtches, c?spe<nally as it was itsidf l>iuU within n shallow <lttcli: iilt hough 
the 1 1 itch may have l>een oct^asioiUHl by ptirtdy pmetic^it reasons^ since 
its presence wa^ riet-cssjiry for the methcKl of building the dyke here

There ie consiflenible diHcrepanfry in the widtli and fdiiirarrter of the tw^i 
ciitrjiiu'cs- That on the south-west side was sliglitly out-turiseiL '['here 
can be little doubt tlmt the construction wliieli originally sttpod to the 
left of this entrance was in some manner connected with it; hut its 
[inr]KPse is obsc'ure. Aiiparently it was of fMsme belglit, to judge froiii 
the maimer in ^rhkh the stones fell southwards.

Tlie de}>tli of ash and eharfonl, the acnouxit of iiitennixetl ertmnitetl 
hvininn btme. Jinil the large area whicdi these remains of the pyre c«overed, 
testify to the ntuiiWr of e rermitlons whieh had taken [dare in tlie tniildle 
of the eeinetery. Smee the iisli w^^^s di^in^st in tlie ejtai-t i-entre of the 
remeteryt the first eremntioiis probably ttK^k plaee there; in whieh 
ease it is doubt fill whether burial ?fo* 12 vrns aetuiilly buried Waientb 
the rtunains of the pyre, lis would W implied by its now Wing within 
the area cioverial by the later eonihigrations. In the ease of burials 
M, and No. 11 there enn lx? no doubt that they were deliberately 
buried witliin the limits of the pyre ns it then esiste<h for whereas 
the small amoiint of earth whieh had iienetn^ted among the stones 
lining Pit 12 wns entirely free of ash and ehari^onl, the lillings

The gnive D is of eonsiiierable interest. Obviously it had never 
been intended for an interment, ami tlie fact that the innjority of the 
stones contained within it Iiad Ix^en sc<Kjped iip on to the so nth-west 
side seems to indicate that they had thus been swept aside to allow of 
something within to be removed, Xo lioubf this grave was intended 
to c^cint^dn the Innlies ere tliey were ert^miiteil, pending tlie nei-esHary 
arraiigementcs being made ?or the actual cremation eerenn>ny.

The um wa« tile earliest of the overiianging rim tj'|je foaml 
within tile cemetery. Tcpggles are rare. One was found in 'the small 
cemetery nt Seggieer<mfc, Kennetlimont.i lately rtfferred to. It in very 
like tile Ltamhend toggle and was found in an oVeriinnging riiii type uni. 
.Vnother toggle was found in gnive 8 nt Dalmore, Aimws. Ro^.* hi uii 
Enerustcfi L rti (debase*] overJiniigiiig rim tyi>e); whilst a third, slight I v 
ddlenng from the ub(.ve sper imens, was found with an overJumgiiig rim 
tyix- urn at Over .Migvip. Kirriemuir, .Angus.’ Tins gives n total of 
tour toggles, and nil were found in tlic north-eastern corner of Scotland,' 
in eacEi case in asstH-iation witii Citiemry IVrw of the overhanging rim 
tyjie.

■birbliof.* The iweiiliar siguificjinec of the discoverj' of tJiia fraction of 
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s^wortUnioukl nt LiMirilit'jifl of Djiviot is in itii fL^<iriatlon with the 

t^enint^ry; for it is ctirious, as Professor Childe has recently reiiiarkedt^ 
that lrn|ilements or i:»riiiiTnents of Into BroiiKO Age type Imvo never been 
found in association with Cinerary Urns in Sifotland. AltiioUj^li the 
prejH'nt swortl-moulil W4i.s not found in association with a hiiriah it at 
least establishes the fart that, even if the orniinients or wcaponn of tlie 
i:le] Wirt oil were not acdimlly interrei] with him, lie imtloubtedly jxitMMfiwetl 
sut'li things in life. Moreover, the discovery of the niouhl also Indicates 
manufacture of sworsts on or near the site, whi<’h means that tlie popula¬ 
tion was not dependeiit upon itiiieriint snutlis for its w^eaxions.*

til any ease, this earliest of the loiifj stories of the niJirtyr's memorkds"’

On 10th Sn^pt^^mlnsr while \vf>rkmt?ti were excavaiiiij^ 

prras'el on tlic farm of Xewluiidijp Oync, Aberficotjs^hire, they ex]i™erl ii 
hirpe Htcnie siihib.

Fig. 1 gives a view of the midden. The plan (ttg. 2) sliows that the 
shaiw of the midden is roughly oval, the longer axis Ijeing about 
7a feet and tlie shorter 35 feet.

The first stage of proceedings was to search the surface earcfuUy. 
Tlic cfomnionest objects found were hits of injiie, and thrae form the 
subject of tt report at the end of this note. Otlier surface relics of im-hte- 
ological interest will lie dealt with when 1 give the list of the finds from 
the midden. After the surface had been cleaned up we began to 
remove the to]» sand, and soon eanie on tracew of blnckeuing at the west 
end of the midden, only a few inciics ladow tlie surface.

Most unFf>rtuiintely the site, wlien it was alinost all laid 
liare, was visitetl by some wanton iierson who, in my absence, piayixi 
havoc w'ith it. Stones were pitche<l alvout, the blackened soil was dug 
into and utterly (1ifiturl>€*d, anti any hope of idiarting this im]x>rtant 
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levpl ivns out ire* Jy blnrite^el. lb whs it niuKt unfortunate episoile fiiul, one 
t'wirs. it robbed tlie rxejivatioii of any pretensions to fullness or nmruraev. 
Before the arrival of this petiiou we lind laid luirp two Iuf^p round stoned, 
«b*)ut 15 inrhes in diaiiieter, eneh about 0 imdies under the surface, anil 
eni-h siirroutideil by a ring of smallpr fire-bhiekoned stones (flg. 3), The 
two large stones were ubont 3 feet apart, and t>ne of them wBvS einlu*iUleil 
in elay. It seemotl likely that there was going to be a siiuilnr formation 
Jilxmt 4 feet away, njjpruximutoly on an extension of the line joining 



the other two. This, however, could not bo vorifiod owing to the iictivi' 
tie# of the intruder. The jwsition of these gruu;i# i>f stonrw suggested 
that iwssibly they hud Ijeen used to support iipright poltw which, in 
turn, ha<i su|)]iorted rrosa-pieces from wliicli jxits niiglit have lieeri hitng 
over fires built lietweeii the stone groups.

Some I7?i feed north-east from the eastern end of the blaekeiied 
soil there wasi a group of Uirgish atones wliicli suggest!'*! that Ibere might 
be another firt'-pliire.

With a very little imagination 
it coultl easily have Ijeeii enggeated that they formed part of a jtrehiatorii- 
bronze oraainent.

The area mnrkei) '* Earthworks'* on the O.S. map (xni. X.W.) with the 
exception t>f the highest itomer b oeeupiocl by a plantation of iit». These 
were still stamrling at the linu* of exc'nvatkm. and between them the 
bmeken ivaa growing 3 feet high. Sueh Vi?getatioii very effwtii-elv 
masks surface indications, tv hi I e the roots have di.storted the structure 
of the ramparts and so disturbed the subsoil ns to impede the rwog- 
niticiii of ]x>st>hoht!i. At the one point wheri> the works extend 1>eyond 
the limits of the plantation, tin* modern dyke built to enclose it and a 
focit'traek following tlie line of the aneient fosse have eomplientetl the 
picture. 

Moreover, the geological features ttf the glaciated district often 
siniiihite human w'orks. At the site and generally in the viciiiitv the 
bedrock is coveretl with glacial deposits of vnrjHng depth and charaeter. 
Our excavations ami iieighbiniriug quarry sections reveal everywhere 
as the ultimate subsoil a very sandx* anil grai-elly sort of " boulder elav.”

TyiKjlogicallv all the urns belong to the end of the local Bronze Age, 
Small grouiis of cinerary urns have been previously reix«te<l from 
Strathmare. but, Uke oum, they fall far short of the extensive urnfields 
of Fife Biiil the Lothiaiut.

{Laid with the eonjiinction of ttrne^ niiik, and plaee wi^ will 1 h^ jiistilied in 
ideiitifyiiig Cot^^eius Firniiis of the Digest with Starciis tkJ^:teili^^ Firmus 
i>f Aiielienilavy^ Bnt before we return to <ionsider liiiu om^e moi\\ it 
will Ik' desirable to \uiy some ut tent ion to the |wirti<Hilur sltuiition of 
the salt-works.

The prod net ion of salt by evaponition from sea-water* no less than 
hy mining, was w'ell known to the Romans; tlie proeess is deseribed in 
some dc^tall by the elder in the tliirty^lrst bwik of his Xtthiral 

Ilisionjn^ from whieh extraet.H may l>e quoted in Plnleinon Holhiinrs 
version:’ touehing stilt artifiehillH made hy mans hamh there be 

many kinds thereof. Our f:oinmon salt, ami whereof we have greateHt 
store, is wrought in this n^ianner: Fii^t the^- let into their pitj^ a q nan title 
of sea-water, snflfering fre^b water to nm into it hy c'ertahie gutters, tor 
to bee mingled llierewith for to helpe it to eongenle. ivhereto n giawl 
sboAver of mine aval let h ^'er\" much, hut alx>ve all the ^?unne shining 
timrenpoiu for otherwise it will never drie and hardmi. . . r In Fraimre 
ami (lermanie the nuiiiiier is whiui they wouU! make siilt, to raist si^a- 
water into the lire as the wood Inirneth. . . .

Tu sum up: eqiHlitioiis on the FiTeshire coast were eminently Huitnide 
for the pnalurtion of salt? an<l in Fifeshirc iiloiie were bandits from 
a cross the fn artier likely, willioiit serious difliciihy% to iihle to raid 
sah-wt^rks anti get away in safety, iwu k iicro-ss the frontier iigaiii. Anti 
if the salt-works were indetHJ there, ive may sup|u>se that the slave- 
wonnurs iTime was comniitteil while her inastcT wits at Aiadienihivy; 
that will explain why she was ^nt serve her siMitemH* there, rather 
than in the Mendip lead-mines or some place nearer to the secoinl 
legion tieadqiiiirters at Uaerleon. 

IW *rke Dedivatform af Anrfmidfirtf. us now return to tlit' 

Auchetidnvy idtars. and see whether they are eapahle cd' throwing 
further liglit cm their dedieator. The list of ileities is a striking ime, 
not merely for the large iiumber, but for the variety of gods and goddesses 
that are mentioned. Taking tht' altars in the cirder in wdii<di tbc^^ api>ear 
in the Corjms cjf Latin Tnsrri|itioiis, the first * is in honour of Jiipiter 
Best and Ureatesi, the S|>efiai patron of the EmjK^ror, the Enipii'e as a 
w hole and t lie army in pnrtieohir; * and eoupled with him is ** Victorious 
V'ietory’'^ (a [ileonasm that reminds m of the *^3ilihtiiry Miars"* of a 
c!oii]>le of altars from ilaryin^rt *)* a desc-riptioii of that goddess that 
apix^ars to bo without a immllel. The next altar * setmis at tirst sight 
to Ije dedicated to two other prO]H*r Roman df*itit=v, Diana an<l Ajwlli: 
hut, as Doinasasewski has shown,® svhen tliey oc^cmr in this c>rder 
are really the chief deities of I'lirace and the neighbouring provinces, 
irtoakcd in the guisi? of tlicdr nearest Roman couliter[lart^. The third 

altar, to the tieiiiiis of the Laud of Britjiiii,^ is an example of the

thif^ time np]jt^ann(<: without niiy siMN.nul titlo+" Marti and Minerva are 
familiar figures in the Itomaii Pantlieon; the former wns worshipped 
throu^jlumt the armVt fks was only natiiraU^ whilst the latter found 
sjMHnal favour iimoii^ those ji^radea whinh were o]>eu in iHirtiimlar to 
men of some edueation ; * and Vietor>' was iiatiimlly the nhjent of 
universal worship in the Roinaii army, whieh obtained it so frequently. 
But the oilier deities are in a rather ilifTertait cfutegory. It was not 
iinlil the floHinpr years of the set'oncl eentury that llerciuh^s Ix^caiiie 
the cibj.eeL of general worsbi]! in the arm\% and then it was l>eiuiuse 
of his equation with tlie fiernian llqiiar, as has becrii ileniuristruttHl by 
IhjinasKewski,® and the iiuTensiug prominenee of Gernmiis in the ihilitary 
service* Before that time there is only one ([unrter in whieh he Is to 
ho found regularly—on the dedications of the <*//ui^rs in Rome, 

to wliich we must turn presently. Kpona and the C'ain|iestres are in a 
special iriitegoryv as the patrons of raounted men* Epoiia wOkS the goddtiSs 
of horses; she, trxit W'ae widely worshipiaxh i>artivuhirly by Celts, 
Indeed* it has been suggestixl that she was tVltie in oHgiiit^ but her 
rult siiread widely throughout the Eminre^—tor exiiai]dei we meet it 
ill Theswdy, in A|juleius"s novel TAe Gulden As» ^ —and it see ins safest 
to leave the cpiestion of her origin open; *• she was woi^liipi>e<l hv 
muletwrs and ostlers ns well ns hy c!Jiviilry-troo|iers or even legionaries, 
tn contrast to lier the Cam|j<*stres had a strirtl^' limited sphere ol 
iulhienee; we meet with them only on altars set np hy mounti-d men 
of the auxiliary ami, in eavalry regiments or In the many i!dantr3' 
regiments that iiieludeil ti jirojKirtioii of horse; they w'ere the deities 
who presideil over the jtirade-ground or ridiiig-si head ivhere, often 
enough, a teiufile wiis set np in tludr hfmour+ ns the ri/u / A^hirum 
nt Beuwelh an flndriatfs Walh in A.O. 2^8.* They were iinllie in origin 
—like the drill-w'i>rds to wdiieli Arrian rcTers,^^ an imlieatiini that the

uii ludes a juimlicr of quinine Roman deities, thon^'h ruit so ninny ns 
one nufrht think at first sigliti Init them are others wliicli h> 

suggest ft ConnertioiI with the auxiliary lavalry. or wdth the provineea 
ntniig the Dn iiida^ 

"'Ttie enU of suih an array of goiU anil gcKhh^es passc\s the limitw 
of wluit we should look ior^ iw-en from the iiiost lathoUc-ininde^l of 
private individuals*'—siudi is Sir tie^irgc MiiedonakrH f^omiiieitt, at the 
close of his ilhmiinathig discuj4»ioii of the Aucheadavy altars; and lie 
suggi^sts that they were inteiideil 4^ tjffirial EU^lieatioiiK, hy GnceeiiiH. Fiririiis 
acting on behalf of tlie anxilmry regiment or detachment of legionaries 
whtnn he tuay l>c siipposcil to have commanded at that fort.*^ But it does 
not seem likely that on an official deilii^ation the name of the 1?od\% on 
whose lielialf the tlcdication was made, w'Ould be timilttsil; wx* must 
ascribe tbc selection <A' this group of deities to fViec-eios Finuns, jirul 
see wdietlier it has anything to tell us of the man. 

Ikalh-atlons to groups of deities are not niu!ommom though the 
grou[w are saddom as large ns this; lUid it is usually i>ossiblc to discover 
the rtNisou that promptlal the dedicator to make his partif-iilar selec-tiom 
Thu>i, AlareiLH Kuhrius Z^isimiis cif Ostia, tile rt?gimental doctor of 
//// .lf/i^i7oaor«jji ftl Obernburg in Ui>per tierinniiy^ thanks 
Jupiter Ikjst anil Gmitestt A]m>11ot /EsruhiiiiiLS, Salus niiil Fortiina ftir 
the health of the calii>rFs prefei t, titicltis Fetronius Florentimis* * here 
w'c have the healing deities* whose co-o|HTatiou was no less im|icirtiint 
tlmii medical skill lu effecting n cure. Again, Ciaius Cornelius Peri*grimis 
from ^^auretania+ tribune of a cohort at Mar^qM-^rt^ fledicating to the 
fR^niiis of the jdace. Fortune who leads men hoiiii\ eternal Rome and

The^se were a regiment of eflVftlrj'" of the guard, flnst estnhlishcal, it 
seeiUM, by Doniitian towards the elose of the first eentviry;* In peaia 
time tliey were stationed in the eapitah where they had pertnaiieiit 
barmeks^ and they aeeompanied the em|jeror to the fft>nt in time of 
war. Ill relation to the aiixlliary regiments of the frontier iirmles, 
they oeciipicil the same pri\TJeged posititai as the pnetorimi guanl did 
to the legions* But while the priCtorian guard was reemitedt until the 
time of Se^■e^us♦ hy direet eiilistment from a privileged iwrtion of the 
eitizen lwly> the efiutles ain^fdares seem t^> have been kept up to strength 
by the transfer of pieked men from the £f/«? in the pro^dnees** as well

and in their ranks had learnt to worslii|i this distinctive array of 
deities.* 

There are n immlier of inatam'cs rtaiinied of promotion to tli© 
lopionary centiirioiiiite from that I'oiiis. Thus. Marcus lUi>iiis Mnrtuilis, 
on another of the altars from its ipiarters In Homo,* diaiicates to ♦Inpitor 
Best and Greatest, dnno, Hercnles and tlio Caiiijiestres, on the occasion 
of his adi aiicemcnt by Iladriaii from the rank of decurion (troo]! com¬ 
mander—os the jilace siiows, in the rfpoVea ajitj/n^orea) to tliat of ccntnrioti 
in the Urst legion Minervia* w'hose station was at Boiui, in Ijower 
(leruiiiny; and there are other examples, that iiiH'd not lx; quoted 
liere. of such iiromotion. It is not unreasonable, therefore, to infer 
soiiietliing of his earlier career from tlie altars that ('occeius Finmis 
set up at Aucliendavy: we nuiy suiiposc that, la^fore he jnimHl the 
second legion In Britain as n centurion, he had coiTiiiianded a troop of 
the rr/mVea sittytdari'S. In that I'ase we may cany tlio invi'stigatioii

I would 
rather adopt something like Stuart's view-point, and emi»haaii*e the 
augpcBtiveocss of tlifwe revorda. for the aludy of Sw^tlaml in the Roman 
jieriod. If I am riglit. the anlt-worka to whieli the Hjave-ivomaii was 
sent, and the bandits wlio captured ainl sold her, proviile an iippendix 
to Dr Jaiiii*s rip’s diseussion of the diseoveries of Roman objects on 
native sites, und the intereourse Indween Ronuin untl native on that 
distant and often unquiet frontier of KmpireA They Rive direct evideiutc 
of the trade in tSiat )>ertshid>le pomniotlity, human beinKs; and they 
direct‘attention to the Roman oceupation of the Jantl to the east of 
tlie road to Iiiehtuthil, across the Antonine Vallum. As for Cocceius 
Firmxis Itiiuself, the caret'r that wu have enucleated emphasises—wliat 
the .Aiichendavy altars iiave long emphasised—the extent to wdiiL'li the 
Empin* moulded the most div erse elements into the same Roman form: 
the aiixiliory' soldier from Lower Mocsia became a centurion in tlie second 
legion in Rritain, and gave a place in his dedications alike to tlie Ccitiw#

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EXCAVATION AT THE NESS OF BrEGL SHETLAND.

The Ness ttf Bur^ ih a !»ninll lieatUximl sitimted at tins ^utliern end 
of tlip main ix^land of Shetlarul, norms tUc vf»e to the west of Jarlshof 
and Sumburph HeatL It is fornnsl of s^mclstone, tin? beds tiltt-d at an

Jingle and forming an inaceessible el iff on Hie east and south side: on 
the west it dips less steejdy down to the sea. 'I’hia promontory forms 
part of a iMmiiisnln of some ten aeren in extent, fringed by idilfs and 
only ne**t?s»ible from the mainlnnd by a natural ivnli of niJ'k fhg, J). 
A laith bas reeciitly lieen made along the top of the anlu by removing 
some sharply protrudiaR points of rcH-k uml levelling up with gravel. 
Previously the narrow tmek could only bt: ^€H^ogniscd by the wear jif 
centuries «si the rot*k, and the act mil traversing of it pre»i?nted sucii an 
eh'meai of hiisuinl that obviously no large aninnil i‘nuld ever have lieen 
driven »i*roHS it. .\hnve this natiiml luirrier, at a narrow [iiirt of the

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pcnint^ula, the rcmnlns of a Ichv rampart extend from cliff to cliff. 
Beyotid this a grass-coveml plateau utretchea for a distance of a few 
hundred vnrds until the fortilication Is reachcfl. 

Tmmecliiitely in front of the “Burjfi.” a ram]MiPt, with corresponding 
ditch on either side, is lairieii a<‘roF« tlie narrow junction of the head¬ 
land. The rnnipfirt h formed of earth and stones, and ai>peurs to have 
Iwen revetted on the inner side ivith a roughly built wall ubout 3 feet 
hipli, bar^ked with a compacted muss cif clay Intermiupletl with stones. 



A passage leads throiigli the rampart. Hanked at its coinmcucemeut Ity 
two houiflets and lin«<l with stones on each side for a distance of about 
K feet (fig. 3). tin the scarp of fclie inner ditch the natural mck rises 
steeply to a height of about 12 feet, and oil tlie sumniit of this is hiiilt 
the fort, or " Enrgl.” Tins consists of a ^c^ tanguhl^ hmlding w ith a 
roughly levelled platform in front, 1 Icet wide, running approximately 
north-east ami 9 outb-we.st, It is in a ruinous comlitmii at the soutio 
west end and its original length cannot be ascertained. At jiresent it 
is aiMJUt 74 feet in length and from 21 feet to 18 feet in breadth.

Some of tlio lintels 
whifdi had evidently i-overed the [lassoge were lying within it, tilted up 
ngiiinst tlie aide. The enrtlt in the ]>»sKage was very dnmi). ami there 
was min b deenyed vegetable and anininl matter mixed tijj with it, an well 
us many imnes, ineJudiiig tliose of rabbits, sheep, tixen, seal, and fUh. 
as well ajs lim]H‘tsflnd some whale’s remains. Then* was also a fragment 
of a sandstone ves,sel. half fin inch In lliiekness and about 11 inches 

in diameter. . , 

There are two mnin ehainlK'rs: the east chamber oiK-mng off tlie 
rimtnil passage, and the west eliamber entered iJireetly from the lauk 
of the building. The narrow' tuiuicl-like entry to the east cliamlier,

An intereatlii|> ehiss td' objeet-s of the Hkaiuin ijeriuib about wliieli 
nioeb in still to l>e learnt, is repreaeiitf^l iimonR the material foiiiHl by 
Mr Curie at Newntead, anil whieli 1 had tlie pleasure cif Heeinfr tliirinfj ii 
recent vi:^it the Naticmal Museum. Tlie Newstoinl example (fi^P 2) is 
represenUHl by a froKTiieiitt but siiffieietit remiiins to show its original 
form mid that It eoufonoH to tyjie in every ^my. 

These i]ibjeettf+ best tk^srFibed perlitips us Votive idanteniH,” have 
n wide distrLlnitioii, extendinf^ in fart from Budapest to SuoIUukI. 

I have clisni^sed them hi a brief note In the Surreij Arf'hff^oh^it'ol 
CotleHiotiS (voL xliip)» siinie when a Fpav more examples have come to

Loeselicke draw's a ^li^tinetion between the rif^nnnt^ tt>w"er-[jke objects 
of tliis^ groiqi, wbirb iirt* round in tlie easterti frontier pro^dnces of tlie 
RcnEiiiii Empire^ and the eyliiidrieal ty|x? of wiMteni c■^>lmtp^lHt^t. 
For the former^ he attempts to tinil ii rtcniree of origin in the terraeotta 
lamps {genernlly shiq>e^d to repn^s^^nt IniiLdIngs) which have ijcen found 
in Ronlatl^J^-EgyJl^tiJlfl tombs. The latter, the eylindrieii] tyia* of the 
west, he derives frtnn an early RoTiiaii cylindrical form of Innlerri. lie 
also an earlier dating for the cyiiiulrical as against the squarct 

tyi>e. 

So far, the evidence of the Rritish finds show's that the cylindrical 
ibrm prcvailiHl over here; that lj<>eselicke was ] in din hi y cairn^f^t in attrib¬ 
uting a '* votive*^ significance to them, jind that thej* were iM'ing nmmi- 
factored and nse^l here during the Hrst half of the secoiul century and 
IHXHsibly earlier- 

There may he otlier examples of these objects rcnmlning unnoticed 
among colle^dionH from Roman sites tlm^ughnut the country; possibly, 
also, fmm Continental Hit^*H. It is ho|)t^l that this note may assist in 
their tdentifk-atiotu and cause them to be brought to light.

(tr) iNTllOOUrrORY XOTK. 

The Ronmii site at Fendocb waa not uiiknowii to an ohler getiera- 
tion^ thougli to this one it comes ns a new clistTfivery^. It was Brsfc 
mentioned in print by the minister of Monsfiie, who responsible 

for the section dealing with the parish in the Sf^jfislical Account of 
Scottaiid {1795). About two miles east fwim the eliun^b*" (of Monrie)* 
be wrote A ^"at the country c^allcn] Findoehw, there is n large cninp. It 
is situated opposite to the only pioijer passagt' tlirougb the bills found 
in them, for about 40 miles s it staiuls on a high ground defendetl by 
waters on two flldes^ and a moss with steep grountl on the others» The 
trenches are still entire, ami tTi scimc platrps 0 feet deep. It is about 
IHtI pitires in length* aii<l paei^ in ijreadtli, and was suiTOunded by 
a strung earthen walL part of wdiicli still reniainH, ancl is nenr 12 feid

Februjiry 1788)+ the MS. of wliieh is now in the Fi-rtli ^1useu[]i+ Shaiid 
had referi'c<l Ut the forts "at !>ia1geii-Hoss on the Erne* anti Plante-Atdj 
ill the o[jeiiing <if the DoHle of I Tlen-Aliiionil" as Roinmu iinfortunateiy 
without giving any detailed tleseriplion. Dealginross was^ of eoui‘350+ 
knoivn ta (Torflon* hut. it is nn^rt^ ttuni likely tliat Shand iv^is the discoverer 
of Feiidocli. 

lh>fore dealing with fhe jmssage^s we have 4pioted, it ivill l>e well to 
not^^ that tlie nunister of Moiizic^ id so observe^l. on a iinrrsiwer plateiiii 
liiiiig t<i tin* in^rth uf the site wtiiidi he ladie^'t'^l Himiant native %v‘ork, 
irrt^guhir in (ilain Further, the croft of Hast Fhidoidi Htixal upon the 
Hoinaii sitt‘—its ruins are visible to-day; and Stol>ie*w Mnp of Perift- 
ahtre (1811)* iinirking clearly hol h sites^ shows that the croft had already 
fd)literated the west end of the supt>osedly Roiiiiin €*arlliwf>rk. In 
facti the flear iiidi^'ations noted in the ohler Stfiiisfiail w'ere 

steadily tlisjippearing under cnltivatuiii. This exphiius why. in tiie 
AVir SiftiisUTal Aceuiint, no emphasis was laid nja>n llie i^lte known to 
the PIS Ulster and the i.';i>iojieL though a Ri irnan deuitrt KS w'as adde<l to 
the retrord, Mciiiiwhile. tiKi« another diseovery hnd taken ]diire whieh 
drew all the attention of a relic-“loving age to the native Hite* In 1834* 
I Pen huildiiig n stone wall (runv ruirnais) across the irregtilar ein'tosnrt% 
tllsc'overecl thn4=- bronze vaiitdrons full of fjbjeets.^ Tliese iiritit|uities 
w'iTe fironiptly dispei^*d» and hivve never Ihmui trui eii sinee, Xo doubt

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they tV>rTTie<l ji grcaiji like tlie C ^irliiij^wiirk Eur-h lioordt of the tote Iron 
At;e. The ^j|>eetniriilor tinture of the ciiseovery lecl^ riot nnriotiirally, 
to the complete ecJijM^sc of tlie seeonr] wite. f>n tlie Drdnnoce it op tlic 
nnnie of Romon i^nnip was tnuisfemHl to the northern piatenii* and iiti 
these enrtliworks too beciime iudLstlnct—they ore now siweely visible 
to nri mi trained eye—liiqtiircrs were let] still farther nfieliL Dr Christ Ison 
jdanuei] only somt' crofts, situated still farther north on the nver-ternn'e 
of the Almotul, and very rightly inipijgne<l their Romnn nnture,^ 

'riirning now to the iireserit day* thi* writers of this paper, making 
a tour of Runian Scotlaiul ia 10^)5^ hap|>rned ujKjn Die ni'eount ol' Fendi.Kdi 
iti the AVir ^tatiatkrit put nt their ihspoi^al in tlie piiHlie libniry 

of Perth. They were attrar^ted to the site less by the rindini^ of the 
eiiuhlrons. than by the reix>n;l of the Homan coin noted alxrve, Ihit 
Feiiclocli IS an obscure place to folk from south of the I'heviot, and we 
were to Icam how to liiai it through an after-tliiiner conversatijiii witli 
Mrs H, O. Donnkh a dniighter of t)r Temple of Comrie. at tfml moment 
re-viSiting her home from I^islio]! Aui'kUin^K Duly then diij the 
riignilieanee of the |iositioti dawn upon us, us ii]hjii earlier obsi^nerSi 
wliuse works we did not then know. It seemed to us that, if tJie Hotniins 
ha<l lajrthefl nut forts to bloc':k suedt positlona an Ccimrie* the mouth of 
the tnort^ signiJleant Hina* tileti woidtl not have esra|ied tiic attention 
of their tacticians. 

On reaching tlie site* In the early evening, it was immediately 
apparent that tlie northern pin team hy thb time establidied as the 
tradltioniil site, rrouUl not have lielil a Roman fort: it Is too irjvguUir 
iind narrow. Our eyes then wandered southwnixls* to the tiihkdand 
of past Feinlochj where the low sun was aiN^eiituating the even plat for lu 
of the second earthwork* A ra|>id iiis]x*<-tiDn shosved the sprciul reniniiis 
of the raiuparti ivitli rouiiclral niiglcw* nn(h at the south-east and south¬ 
west angles^ clear traces of u ditcln The position wiiw a ty pi cully Ibjinan 
clioii e, reminding us very strongly of Hroiigh-hy-thdnbridge, the Flavian 
site in W'eiiHleydale; and thert^ was little iloiiht in {air mindH that, we 
hacl foil nil n Roman site. 

The next step was tott^t the Held ohservatioaw hy siune trial trenches* 
A i'all Ufioii the tenant of tlie lamb Captain Ian Macme i>f Pendoeh (the 
old Fendotdi West)* assured us of a reiidy weli-onie, anti tuir apiilii^ii- 
tiori to Captain Drummonil-Moriiy, of Ahcreaimey, the proprietort 
was equally kiiuJly reeeivinL t)ur Society made a grant of tiveuty 
IKUinds toivards the work, of which Just under ten were atiinully used 
ill ire a cl ling conductctl hy the iirst writer after Easter^ lyUh. Eleven

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diiys’ ilif^ging was siiffif irnt to {jaiii a fair idea of tlie ]w>r(sibilitips of 
tlio site. 

(6) llEsr.'mpTiox of Titi: Site. 

The site is a J1at*to]>;)e(l rutlier iiarn>w nioriiiiie of gravel and soft 
sands at the mouth iit tin* Sma' trlen, the hist of a series wliieli runs 
along the l>pd of the Imxiil, dry valley in whieli the Fendoeh Hum 
meanders. It is just large enuugli to eontain the Rnmaii site, wlioso 
dimeiiHiitns. 598 feet by tWi, are adjustrsl to fit it. The Fendoeh 
Hum runs in a steep gorge to I lie south: on the north a nameless stn^ainlet 
rJrains a bog to tile west: both streams unite in low bogland to tlie east, 
and join the Almond above llnebanty. Tlie luiiiii outlook is to the 
north, up the filen: but from a tower at the fort it would be jiusKible to 
see eorisidembly fiirtfier to east mid west tliaii now. Tlie Houthwiml 
vista is c'oiiiptetely bloekciU ami indeed dominatisl, by the great lull 
of *'itroi"ess. Access to tiie site is dillieult. From tlie west, it can ljf< 
i-enehed by a ner-k of tlie moraine skirting tiie west liog: and this line 
of moraines hn,s in fnet Imh-ii used to carry an old road, Tlie (inme line 
.seems to have hei>n loutinued eastwards through the Ixjgland and aeruss 
the Almond. Xeitlier nortliwarcls nor southwards are i^iiiinunieations 
invited. 

Tilt: Defkxces. 

The rlefeincs Mmsist of a turf ramjvirt. over 2fl i fecA thiek. and a 
single diteh, 13 feet wide and about tt feet ileep, se]»irated from the 
nimpart by a a-foot Iserm. On the cast, whem^ an irregidar exterisinn 
of flu* plateau might offer a footing to an enemy, tliere are two ditcIipK 
of similar iliinensions, about 1) feet apart. Elsewheir, the ditch oeeupies 
the very edge of the plateau: liidecih it is clear that a long iKirtion of 
tlie soulhivanl ditch has at some time gnthensi too much water ami 
slipped aivaj% There was no opjiortiinity to see whether there had been 
angle towers or intenal towers, and the only gntew'ay-[iositiDii identititvl 
was that, of the east gate, in tiie ceiitre of the east siile. A {*orrespoiidiitg 
gateway may be inferred at the west. If there were mirth or south 
gateways, the visible remains of unbroken ramjairt sugge.st tliat tUev 
must bine lain west ot the short- jixis, but tbeir existmiee n*[]iaiiis uii- 
Tirovcn. Tlie existence of the e«,sl gateway was proved by lindiiig a 
ecdibhsl road at the contRil tKiint on the line of the rampart. 

Timt the turf raiU|Hirt hati not lieen tJie Krst defemc of the site was 
proveil by limling, at two points bidow it, towards the \vt*st end of the

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aoutli side. JV deep imliSlide treiieli, flJlod witli IVa^inent.'^ cjf wood, upon 
wliScb n rejioft Is given below by Or A+ RalstTjek, of *Vnii.istroiig t olle^e^ 
Xewtjjiitle-upon-Tyoe. Tills treiuh, after lying derelict for fi wiilk\ 
had IjccTi purposely filled up Wfore the rampnrt wiis uuide. It is 
ireniiniseent of the eurly trenches ut ArdtHdi, Minifiril)i*T uiid Cr<iy ETilU 
niul doubtless belongs to the earliest oceiipntion of the sUe^ before a 
permanent work hud been placed there. The fact that the trench did 
not upiiear cither in cuir ijectlons isii tlie svest side or at the east cml of 
the south side suggests* however, that the earlier work did not have 
the same plan as the later. Tlus Is a pnddcin wliicli further application 
of the spade may lu* esLjjeeted to solve, 

{d) Internal Brn^mNos. 

Exuiuiriotiou of the internal buil^Unfpi was tHJiillned to the so|ith-east 
division of the fort* Two eooking-ovenrt, however* ivcre noted, just north 
of the south-enat and south-ivest angles res|iei'tively, iit the Inick of the 
ramimrl. They were inuLli ruiniHl, and no attempt was made to un- 
e^over them completely; but they bad been well iiseib the heavily 
burnt atones were set in a preijaretl mass of putliUed clay. Much nali 
befltrevve<l the ground In front of them. 

The buildhiga had Ijeen of tirnbciH Cross-trenching rapidly [lieked 
lip a sleeiK^r-beasn trench, well delined in the gravel koiU wbieli was 
trofred for some Vl\) feet. It had held a l>eam nt least 1 foot si|uure> niid 
thus represented a substantlul structure- Towards the west end, 
lioweier, it was noted that the sleeper triu^k haci lieeii eut through In 
three places by jHist-lioleSt which impinged more ntal more upon its 
line as this was follow'e<l westw'ord. Their irregularity in relation to 
the beam Iren cl i pri^eliideH the idea that they l^dong to the same jjerlod 
ns the treiU'h; niid it would swni tliiit Uicy belong to ii later narou- 
stmctiOTL im almost the same lines. I’his agrees with another feature 
of the sleeix^r treueh which was not rmpty, but well filled with o<?cupa- 
tlon-i^arth and pottery ratbcT than slltt a. state of lilVnirs w inch is ccjiu- 
prohensibie if sleejK^r benms had l>eeri w itbclrnwni and the treneli filled 
up with scattered ml>bish in process of a nn-oiistructioii. The puttery 
itself was mostly coarse ware, fragments of atrrph^nv ancl jars* nlthongb 
a fine piece of Sami an w are, of DmgendorlFs slinpe 29, was w elctnnc 
evidence for a Flavlnn dntc; and tlie amount recovered was suggestive 
of a lienvy occu]>ation. The sleeper trench t1eserll>eil was the only f}ne 
followed in detail, but cross-trendibig revealed three more betWi*en it 
and the south rampart, and no mort^ for some distance to the nortln 
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The trenches luay represent two ]>iiniiJel buiklingSt barracks or stables^ 
^bout 15 nml 110 feet wiiie resi>ectivelyj ttOparAtcci by Jin interval fiF 
0 feet, reprei^entiofc ft street or alley- I'he southernmost building lies 
12 feet Ix^hiiid the rumimrt, im inter^-iil matchinig the end of the trencdi 
asirertaiiiecl on the east. It Is V'^erj'^ clear tiuit systematic trenebirig 
would quickly recover the plnii of the timber buiklings. 

(e) CoNCLi-siONft. 

No sign whiitevcr wfts noted o-f stone buildings, and no Antoniiie 
pottery was recovered. Both these points vvouhl suggest that the 
occupyticni of the site was wholly early, aa haa lx*en thought of that 
at Inehtuthil. If this is so, the fort is one of tlie few in JScothmd whiidi 
lire frae from the (omplieatiini of an Anton in c reconstruction* and 
fit the»sjLme time completely accessible to the excjivjit-or. It woiilii 
seem to offer an exceptional opjH>rtiinity not only of checking results 
already obtaiiunl, but ala4j of jidding to our knowle^lge of the earlier 
Roman hold upon Scotland* Siiiw Sir <ieorge Macdunahrs brilliant 
reeonsideration of the struetural eviclenee about the Agricolau oeciqxi- 
tioii {J.R.S.f voh ix, p. I22)t it has been a matter of eommon knowledge 
that the ix^niiaiient organisution following that in^'asiori wns a great 
deal more thorough and more soundly conceived than hiiil bciim thought. 
The diHeover^" of this nt^w fort seems to f:onfirni that view in ft remiirkiible 
fftsluoru fts a further considerfttion of its# position will show, 

Fendocli fort lies uikhi a natural transverse mut-i* between filen- 
almond iirul the scnith-wf^st* Hitherto, it has In^ti tliought that the 
only Homan outpoyt in this direction wns RosSi, an iutereyting 

ami caaoplif'ated site* dated to tlie Flavian age by coin finds. But 
Fendoch lies upon the liireel route iK+tween l^ealgin Riiss and '‘Bertha.” 
There can thus l>e uo rloubt that Roman troops often useil this natural 
c^orridfjr. The report of Toloiiel I^hnnd furtlier suggests that in fact 
they iirovideil it ivLtii u rmid, (coining westward h from Monzie by 
(bimaehaii. If. liowever* the object of this rosul was to come from 
Stnigeiith to Fendouh. there is no need to go to Moiizie; and we are 
entitled to suggest that his turn in the line, above Monzie, was not 
merely u Tiglit-angled turn, but a T-junctloii, where a larger main 
cross-road from Fendoeh to Dealgin Ross was joinetl by the minor 12-ftHit 
feeder from Strageftth. Nor enu it be regurdei:] as certain that the 
tninsverne line of riJjid towards the soulli-west neeeiisnrily stopped at 
Deulgiti Ross, On that Hite to-day tliere are clear signs of a great road 
lentling Hmitb-enstwards, either down Stratheuni, or back over the 
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luilunil piiirt tti ArdcK'h. But tliere is aUn n i^aiiiieway leading out of 
tUe fort HOUtli-wefltvvarclH, up CUeniirtney; and Sir ffe<n7ii^ MacdonaUI 
hiiH cliHt'Overofl an azuniymouH jjIjiii of the site* nifide when the remnins 
were le^ iiidintLin-t than nenv, whieli tsliow^ this art a proriiLiipnt rtwidway* 
metaUc^d nml kerbiHl. Tlie route up the glen and over the liills to 
('alhuider is not now organisetl aw n tiiutor road; but it w a traditional 
jmsSt iniirkcHl on Stobie’s ma|> of Pertiiisfnre+ It ih no worjiDt if Ois bad* 
ns the prineipnl Roniiin lines of penetration througii tlie Uike District 
further south. Are we then to reeoi^niseT in the new fort at Feiidoi‘ti 
and tlie hulf-for^otten tnieew of a road-system eonnw^tiiii^ it ami Dcalgin 
Ross with the south and soutli-westt a eompleinent to the nniin line 
of j>enetrati<in by Ardoeh mid Straijr^atb ? It is at least n eom- 

plementp Fendoeh mul Dealgiii Hoss both do wliiit ntj fort further 
Houtli ran elleet: they block up the Ilighland gates, and y>revi3nt all 
ac<'ess to the southern plains, Whoever plauteil them was ftJllovvinig 
n piliey like the modem British on the north-western frontier of Iniliiif 
nehieviiig a stmiiglehohl u|x>n the liill-folk with greater tliorougbneHS 
than has yet la^en realised. Developed upon these line^t the Agricolaii 
|x^rniniient selieme, bqwe%‘er long it lasteib wonUl gain w“eleofne 
coherence nml vigour. Nor is it at all likely that the tlisLOvery here 
recordcHil and now ripe for developitn^nt is the only one to W minle^ 
F'iphl-v^’orkt i^ombiitcftl with a knowledge of jmst re<rorfis and tested by 
excavation, may yet have mueb to tench ns.

Ill tho last two Unniiti of the Prni'mlings. vols, Ixvlii. ami Ixix,. we 
gave nil aecoimt of the exeiiviitioim of two XeolLtliic, loiip, HtallmU 
ehtitnbored eniniH of the Roustiy type, the MhUiovvc «virii find the Knowe 
of Yfirso. Both of tliesi> eoiwinietions hail nn entnirn'O piiiiiiftge nt the 
eiister^i end lemling into n loii[», narrow, rei-tanjfular liidlery or ehiiiiiber, 
whii Ji wfiH divkleil int<» siimll < oUa or emninirtmentH by llp^^^^ht slabs 
projeetiiig from tin* Internl walls. The rhamlier in the Alklliowi* eairn 
was divided into twelve cells, and from the NeoUthif level wen* re- 
r-overeil remahvi of twenty-five Imnuiii skelGtons. a small numlier of 
aiiiiimt bonc-s frugiiients of seven day urtiii, and a solitary flint imple¬ 
ment, a well-made knife. Tlie Knowe of Yat-so hiul onlj' three eelln, 
hnt it iirodueeil, also from the Xeolithie deprwlt, fragments of twenty- 
nine hmmm skeletons, a hn^? <[uniitity of animal lames, idtnost entirely 
representing red-deiT. a lew Ixfne tools, and sixty-nine Implements 
and %vorked pkn-es of Iltiit. Xo Xeolitliie iM>ttery was fomiii, but a few 
fragments of a Broiixe Age food-vessel and two other pieties of pottery 
t-HTfie from the top of the relie heil; no doubt tliese had been intruded 
at n time later tluin the i^rimary burials. 

In Jnne last (lillla) we excavated a third caini itf the same class, 
the Knowe of Ramsay. This monument is built iilmut 12 yards from 
the southern edge of a narrow' shelf or terrace,'' tiome 5I> yanis ivide, 
on tin* lower son til-western slope of Blntelnne Fiohi, at an elevatioii of 
about 2(KI fe(*t above seadevel. barely n qiuirter of a mile east of the 
|>ost-oiliee nt the hamlet of Ilidlion. To the south It overlooks Evn- 
liallow Sound and the island of MaiidiiTKl beyond, and, like the Know'e 
of Vamn, befon* it lx*eame dilapidated and covered with grasps and 
heather, it mast have rornieil a very ]iromiiient feature in the landscape 
ivheti viewoll from the lowi*r ground. 

The Knowe of Ramsay liinl Ihx'ii very much plniidereil to pro¬ 
vide ston<*s for bnihling houses in the Immediate vicinity, anti all that

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remaine<l was a Ifinp irre^n.ilar moiincl of stones over-growii with grass^ 
mmsuring 113 fci.*t in leiigtb, 27 ftH^t in breadth, anil 5 fc^t in heights 
with a iiumlx^r of slabs set on end peeping through the surlaee of a 
hollow that ran along the Bum mi t* Tlieae indieated quite flearly the 
clmriiftiT of the fnonuiiie]il> a stjiiUed eaim. Ext'avntioii Bhowefl that 
its ilestmrtion had lieen niort* thorough than tliat of the Kinlwe of 
whieh wtin had enongin *

U will }}e gatbererl from the previous notes that in every seetloo of 
the ralrii the remains of a [irf^siinuibly wilil animal, the Bed Hevr, exc^eeds 
those of the iloinestlealed s[;>ef“ies. This was tlie t'nse in the Knowe of 
Yarso* the eontents of wlueh were exiimincd last year, with tliis diftcreuec, 
howev er, that here at Ram.stLy rlomestii^iiteil breeds are definitely presenl, 
whereas at Yarso tliey were so sparse as to inliirate possilily an aoeidental 
oeoiirrenee, Tlie signitieari™ of Hed Ueer in a prehistoric strur^nre in 
RfniHa_v W'as commented upon in n pn^vious |>iihliciitioti (l^roceedhigs 
thv Sijeiefy of Aidlyuurk^B of Si^dlaitd, voh Ixjx, Sixtii Series^ Session 
1931-111^45, p, 343)* mill tliese notes give further euidiriuation of its 
oeeurrens e in this liK^ality. Rc.-garding t lie niiiul>er of Ked Deer tj^iiHetl 
hy the wdiole of these remains it is quite inipnssihle to cstiinate esartl_v 
bw-ause of their V€wy mijierfeet nature* leaking a right enlc^aneiim ns an 
iiidex^ it as rertfiiii that there were at least fourtet^n, and in all probability 
were aetually many more than this.

The irifdiisiciii of remains (>f this last s]}peic^ is interesting as 
i 11 dieating no clouht a perliai when thin tuav extiriet, ami fop many 
eentnries diinkiishing* sp4^^■ic‘s must liave been <'omiui>n in the nortlierii 
jslanris. The Hiinie might \h^ saiii of the Hittern, anil jH^rha|is also of the 
Sea Engle wliieh is nuieh less extensively dlstrilitited than at one time 
not ninny years past* Altlinugh these early natives of Rousay appear 
to ha VI* Imn?!! Till i lie rs /irid henlsmeii rath it than lishers Jintl of sea-furing 
habit, jiitlging hy the jjiuieity of (ish remains* a eonger-eel, [lerliaps caught 
stranded iii the riKrks, woiihl iiflt>rd an areeptahle though aeeidental 
addition to the usual fiKHl supply, litii this point should not stresseil 
too nmeli as sTiell^fisli, whieli eoiild lie easily obtniiieih vvere reim^^sented 
by a solitary iXTiwinkle. 
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Further^ to tiie irc^onletl uiiiler the Hej^nnite s^ecrtioiiH

On the riffht Ijinik of the River r>ee+ iil>£>ut SUil j^artlts from the eon- 
fluefice of that river with the M'uter of Feugh, in the ]>iirish of lianehury- 
Terniin, Kineardineshire, and at a spot whert^ the fiouth AWrdceii- 
Hraeinii.r roiul (A, 943) cTcjsses a stream called the Burn of Beltio> there 
is a series of clojirly dcdizieil icmuicKp Tliese temices c:ontiuue at varying 
altitudes as far iia the estate of Knapimclu after wdiich they Ijceome 
wdder an<l less disceraible as the valley stretches eastw'aril towari:ls 
Abt*nleen and the roasts s<ime sixteen niiles away. 

At Birkwoodt datl yards or so east of the Burn of Beltie, the surface

In 1912 1 wue uskoil to read a paper and exhibit the coHeetion l>oforo 
tho British AHKCK-iaticui at Dundee^ and was tliere corigrntvi kited by 
Prcjfessor Boyd Dawkins on the new loeaiity 1 had tli*M;overed. 

By tliP lx>ginning of 1935 praetically all the usual Tardeiioisian 
tyixiis had been incluiltfd^ with one exception, though, bad 1 known 
it^ several of that imrticular form hart actually ln'eri In my prjsscs^ctioii 
lor years* lying unrrcogniae<l in a maa^^ of iinchi^sHifiet] Hint deliriH.

Mr fjj^Lc^rLilie happened to lie ifi the iiortli of f^rotUind about this lime+ 
imd, enlling on me, sjud that having re^artl to the eoristant strci=ismg 
in eerUiiiv arc^hroflogical eircle^ the absenee of straitigraphiefil datzi 
eoiinet^ed with S^cottish mieroUth^t he was iiiost anxious to excavate 
ill the low terrace. This gliidiy agreed to* and ii spot was chosen at 
fiome 400 yards south-west of Birkwood Floiise jind alxmt 20 yards east 
of the ]iliiee where i found the (irst iiiicro!kli in 1900- A trench^ ^ tect

Tlie Ininls from wliii-ii these 
artifai'ts linve la^ii rwovereil are sitnnted on the right bank of the river 
on the Iluvio-glaclal termee at about J8ri to 100 feel 0.1)., or Iroiii ivO to 
55 feet above the River Dee. and on the tiarrow low river terrnee 2(1 
feet h1x>i o the river near Rirkwood. 

Digging was resortcfl to with the ohjeiit of nst ertaiiung if there esl.Hteil 
any geologieal or other data to fix chronologically the iKwition of some 
mimdiths* iiotetl over twenty years ago fiom tlie lower part of 2 feet 
of loam resting ii|>on the temiee.* The excavation, not extensive on 
aceoi^it of liinitetl time at tlisposal and n late and severe snowstorm 
supervening, had, nevertheless, the result of determining the eonstitueiitS 
of the low' ternice of the right hank of the Dee near Birkwood, and it 
was pnrticiilnrly fortunate that severid chanu-teristie artifacts were 
recovered from a deiKisit undietarljed until broached liy l>r Callander, 
Mi(i-s rntersoii and layself in the imirse of the iiiveHtigatioii in May 103,5. 
The objects mvealeii by spade and riddle cln not differ tyiiologically 
from those wliioh have rewarde<l Miss Paterson's tontinuiuis sf-rutiny 
of the surface of the Kelds near her home. The eliareonl, klciitifled ns 
QaerRus »p., if it be a.ssoe1atcd with the humanly worketl and struck 
piei’r’s in the fine sand from the depth of 2 feet 5 inchcH to 3 fiM>t 3 Inches, 
lM>yonr1 testifying to eliiiuitie coaditioiis favourable to the growth of the 
Common Oak. docs not go far in estahliHliing tlie age of the pief.es. 

it is thought that we are furnished with information assisting 
to lay a surer foundation for the study of Scuttisli stone indiistries. 
and more specially for the closer examination of thocse of Timlenoisiaii 
facies. 

The Deeside microliths impress by their siniilurity to those of the 
Twi^fnl valley, mid, iudectl. putting aside the question of niaterifil, 
collections of mirrolitbs from hH'alities near the two rivers might well 
hr grou]XHl together, 

A eomiMirison forces itself hetwoeu the Tw'eed and Dee nrtifacts on 
the one hand and the rNdlection from Shewaltoii Moor. Ayrsliirt*. on the 
other. Reasons were advnmfd for regarding the Ayrsliirc inicroiiths 
ns Inter than the gt'oerality of Hpi'idmetis fnmi Tweedside,* and,

vnlley, as known then, was comnientetl on in the detailed description of 
the Scottish sites and other locnhties protiucinp niierolitlia: and ex^uiua- 
tion of their industries since 1U28. as opiKirt.unity ser\'eii and the cronrtesy 
of eolleetors jierniittcil. generolJy upholds the opinions expressed scvcml 
years apo. It is recognised tliiit the disparity may not Iw of great 
riigtiidcanec, aial that tUfferences consist principally of those suggested 
by the presence of certain types in a griiup or gruu[is. Until now 
iliscuveries an‘ such that one cannot apply to ^Scottish tnicmliths the 
advanced methods of stinly practicable elsewhere. 

.Most recortietl Sc-ottish sites ii’ielding artifacts of Tiirilcnoisinn facies 
also prcKhir^e forms of imjdcmcnts insuaUj' nscrihed to the NevlUhic 
nnti Bronze Ages. It is not easy to detenniiie if such are only strays 
firopporl on sites pcTtaininp to these industries with whieli we are con- 
cerniHl, hut in Miss Paterson’s collection eximiples suggestive of Keolithic- 
or Inter of culture nre few“: a mimher of those w'luch do oc'cvir an* 

triiiimed in tiie same way as the microUths of coriventionnl fomis. On 
the other Imnd, there are Severn I pieces of sorts which can Jw pfifiilleleil 
in the products of the earlier ]>lifises of the Tnrdenoisinii industries 
rejnesented in Eiiglatid and In^yotul the ('hamiel. 

As fill hut the Few artifacts from the tentative excavation have laseii 
surface finds from a fairly e.xtensive area it is not feasible meantime 
to adopt the spectrum method of summary. For these brief notijs one 
is n^trii-t«i to an exoraiiiatioo of sp1ecti*<l H[ieciuieiia and to some of the 
compari^ms lliey suggest. It seems that the Beeside implements of 
Tiinlcnoisian facies found by .Miss Pfitersoii exemplify wdiat ho far is 
purest of tlio t^cottiah niieroiithic iiidustrii^. 

To tliD prevailing shades of the native ilint and the local v>ebhles 
is greatly due the bcautifnl apj)earanee of the Ih'esiile microlitlis. and 
the fine fluidity of tlie material has pemiittM of the must delii ato work¬ 
manship. Variety of atone and c‘olniirs is not the marked feature that 
exists in the J?ln*wnltnn Moor and even the Tweedsule collections. 
The elniraeterifitic so i.imimon tn IuIh <jf Scottish inicniliths, namely 
ihal of iliverslty of rnatcrial, is almost entirely aWnt Iroiii tlve Rirk- 
w(kk1 collect ion. 

The imhititries of the Hirkwood district include giximctric. sab- 
geoinctric mlcrolittis, and ^‘e^y sniall i]nplemeiU.si iiHually pointoil and

Series 1-12 in (ig. 3 represents some specimens from the treiieh in 
the low terrace Fsouth-wc^t of Kirk wood.

Hesfiec ting the nmiaining tvvo dozen H;ieeimenH (niiieh iieetl not be 
iUmtmted), mainly small Hokes, several blades, core-trimmings and 
sjialLc, out of some thirty found by exeavntion, no eomment seems to 
la? ealleil tor exeept to stntc that several are lire-ornekled, 

Mention has lM?eii made that few artilaets eonjinoii in the industries 
of Xeolithio (ind Bronze Age enltures Hnd n plnee in the series eoiltH^ted 
locally over a {H'riod of thirty years. Some imjilemcnts, however, found 
near Kirkwood reenJI kiiida oec-iirring in pre-Xoolitliic! intlustries. their 
jtri-senco imheating eertaiii newls of the iieoplc who prrjdueed them. In 
this respect it has Ix^en obsen-ed ihiit the Tweed valley, rnm-h like the 
valley of the Dee, yiehls itmiiy forms and ImplementH eommon to l>otii 
regions but absent else where, iloreover, iirTlfacts oeour in very similar 
r onditiorie. Thus, in fig. t are repreaented larger ftiwimens.'aome of 
winch. It 19 iiuped, will later be eompared with other fcie<>ttish examples. 

T wo gravers, Xo, 1, light yellowish-grey flint, and .No, 3, light brown 
flint, nreof spei nil interest in this eolleetion, na gravers have not received 
attention from writers cm J^cottish stone implements. Iloth are workc*d 
In truiieatcd Hakes, Xo. 1, the larger, ladiig thick and not inferior in 
teclinnpie to an Upjier Falamlitliicr tool. Its fentures nre distinet. One 
thick sj>all was removed in the lirst place to give the typical edge. 
Tlie facet so exposeil wn.s further treated by ramoMil of threw tiny 
Ihikes, and the top had one fliike detacluxl frtim it to jinatuce the 
di'sired tiarniw ehisid-eclge. At the lower end, mid on tfie same side ns 
the graver-face, the edge bears delicate trimming. Allliongh fiishioiied 
111 nn irrc»guhir imrlion of n flake, the working-end of the small graver

Makes Imve heoii detached from it to such 
a ilegrts* that no cortex n^mains. .Vos. a ami (i. faith of grey (lint and 
roughly prisnuitic (one w ide, the otlier narrow ), are of rare form. Jn 
Xo, T. of blood-reil Hint, is a core somewhat similar to Xo. 1. but with 
sloping jlakeil siirfitce, the rear n'taintng the erust. Its shaiie, adnurahlv 
udapted to firm pressure of the hand, natiimlly leads to tlie pair 8 and ff, 
ri»tiectively of yellowi.sh anil Sfa^ckied lioney Hint. Miiclu iise was tnnde 
of thi'se as proves inspei-tion of the edges. The top of the smaller 
(X'o. 8) is obliquely faceted in such u numricr that a narmw chisel-like 
extremity is jirovidwi.

The wide faivts at 
the top of X^o. 0 do not la^ar these indicatiotis, hnt it should lie said in 
respect of ttiis NiXHamen that it is among the largest cores lielongiug 
to .Miss Paterson.

It would iiji|iefir that 
the pcojile who pmducetl these istorie implenieots had their liabitntionH 
and workbig^sitea scjmetisties ois the tlu^'lo-glaeml temice and laopie- 
times oil the conteini>orary Hood-plaiiu The latter b now^ of courstv 
huried tinder siibscrpicntly deiiob^it^HJ alluviiiin, whil^^ inipleiiients Left on 
the surface of the fluvio-glacial terrace remain unburied or quite near 
grass level accordi 11 g to cirr.iimstances sucli as agricultural operations* 
One suggestion c:cplaining the occurrence of the Hints at slightly var^'ing 
de|>ths in the low terrace is that in favoitrable eouditions thc^ folk 
cstJibliHhtHl llicmselves near the ri’i er, from whlfrh they retired in tioies 
of Hoods. Tiiey wtaild return to f lic bunk in l>ntter season, but during

Tlie success attending the sinaU excavation in the low terrac*?! ^it 
Birkwood suggests that extensive exploration here would be illuminat¬ 
ing. Research 11 ml rortultous dist^overies in the iwist year or so prove 
that kindred indiistries are more wddely distribiite<l in Scotland than 
Inis lieen suspecteii. Further w'ork ought to show' their greater reparti¬ 
tion! ami it is in this conviction thnt the nec-essity for recognition of the 
different tytx^s iin<l the chariicteristlc workiniinshiii Is pleaded in excuse 
lor tedious detalliiig of the artitiicts referrc^^I tu in the foregoing ]>aragraptis.

of TrumlaiiiJ^ 1 Am able to re<*nnl the oc*f*urrcii^e cif some remiirkably 
line antlers of the Tleiiideer found on the island of Hon say.. Hitiiiitf^l 
north of ^Ininliiiid hi Orkney* They emprise n gwd j«iir of nntLeri^ 
attached to the frontal bones of the skulk and a single antler of great 
sispCt larger than any pro^^iously recorded fiom Scotland. They were 
dug out of the jx^at on \^''eat.lles^^ near the Mueklo \^■ate^ L<}cln in an 
approximate ]Ki«ition of nl)^ U' -1^ W.^ all three antlers Ijoitig foinnl 

in eliJHe proximity. It is interesting to note that the only other Hein deer'"s 
antler of groat siko anti Scottish origin was nlso discovertxl at a depth 
In tliQ jx^at t)n the same island. These facts prove that in prehistoric 
times, when the recent I'leiits were in pnx^t'ss of foruuitiun^ Keindet^r of 
large sIko and gof>d eondition existed in the Ishniila of Orkney when the

Reindeer to-day Imve a more rce trie tori riinge than in prohistorie 
times* A It hough variations have been ilistlnguJshed in present forms 
of both the Old ami the Kew Worklst the remains found sub-fossil are 
essentially similar to those of living ropreHentntives- It hnfl been averred 
that the Reindeer aur\'ivial In Scotland (Caithness district) until the 
twelfth ceutur>% when it became extinct. Living European Reindeer 
range from Norwegian and SwxdiHh I^ifdand to the wnotied portions 
of Fiiilniul and Spitzbcrgeii, where In the former luiridities they are now 
domesticate<l* The species is particularly suited to northern latitudes, 
and is the only deer which ever jjopulatcd the icy floes and Vwire iumlras. 
Chiefly becaiise nf their adaptation to persistent iiohL their remains 
were found in British river gravels ainl S4inds of pcwt-fijacial Age^ at 
the end of which time they lx?gan to dlsapiwar. Their occurrence in 
later deposits in more lUirtlierly Ifu^alitics (Scottish ]>£?ats and in associa¬ 
tion with man In bro(*h3) Indicates a retreat northwards with an ameliora¬ 
tion of climate* Thus ti>wnn:ls the eml of the prehistoric ja^ritKl in 
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Enplrnid their relies are few, \vherea9 in Scotland evidence deenw to 
point tu tlicir survival until the ^liddlc

The list of the localities where Reindeer remains have been found 
is not a verv hit' *he actiinl finds considereil individually are 

not veer imposing. Such recorvlg ns we have are difitnhiiteil* widely, 
iiicliKling lluinbarton, Ijinarkwliire, AjTshire, Midlothian, West T^otliian, 
Stirlings! I Ire, Pertlialdre, Sutherland, Caithness, Boss-shire.^ Out of Ipi« 
than a score of records in ail, only in Orkney do the antlerd approxi¬ 
mate 3 feet ill length; those next in size ace the pair found at Kilmuurs, 
Ayrshire, in the glacial <lrift; and still smaller than the latter, a single 
antler 2^ feet long, obtained from tlie llroch of Keiss, Caithness. All the 
remainder arc fragtneiits, nieasuriug 1 foot or less in length. The 
Heiiiflcer liones discovered in a cave near Iiichnathimph are uiiiiiue 
iweause of thdr prolusion, when "slied antlers of young reindiier . . , 
mostly broken," iminhiTmg iihoiit 4tU) iinlivitluals were recorded.* In 
the nlisatife. however, of more iletails of the siise of the latter they eaiiiiot, 
unfortunately, be taken into eonsideratioii. It will be seen in the mea.surc- 
inents given lieloiv that tlie single antler now’ rccortleii troin Bousay 
attains a length of flS-1 enis. (3fe| inches), aiu! exctietls tliat roenrdeil 
in 186W from Roitsiiy by I>r J. A. Smith by l| inch, thus establishing 
a iiew' reconl in size of antler for Scottish sub-fHOSslI Beiiideer, 


Dksionation of TiiE Kind ok Reinukek, 

In most eases it is impoHsihle to I'omiMire sub-fossil Roiiidetfr relics 
with actual present-day varieties of Western Euroi>e (which doijentl, 
among other iluta, upon the letigtli of skull measurements for their 
distinction),’ for the reason that skulls as a rule are not found suflieieiUly 
com]detc. Two races distinguislicd by their shape of antlers were at 
one time recorded as distinct. These w'ere a llarreii Ground variety 
found typicoUy in America and Greenland, and a Woiallatid variety 
most com moil in .Nort=lieni Asia. I'he first is cbamcteriseil hy roundetl 
and branched, slender antlers w'itli brow tines little develoix'd; the 
second by more llattomMl, ixilmateil, and stout antlers having either one 
or lx>th brow tines developed and often polmutcd. I’he Rousay speeimetis 
at present under couskleratioii appear to bo iutenuediate lietweeii these

of both antlers is iinavenly rounded, or elliptical in ^ction. in places 
sueeesting a more flatteneil surface, particularly on the uiitenor innw 
.si<le. which expaiula into the various palmate arena on the tines. The 
general siiriow is smooth. Two superficial gremves. originating at the 
burr and rougiily continuous, traverse the anterior inner surface of lie 
uiitters. One continues up tiie bez tine for a certain distance, the other 
up the main iK'am; each becoming obsolete at the approach of a dchinte 
imlmate area. tVan the lUiterior surface the grooves of the nglit 
antler are more pronounced tlmn those of the left, and disappear as a 
simple venation on the llattenwl face of the beam. 

Similar grooves are seen on the posterior estemal aspect of the imtlers. 
In this view, those of the right are more intermittent and imlistinct, 
those of the left even more marktul than on the anterior surlaee.

In the ease of the juiired antlers many hne striations are seen over 
most of their siiriaco. running lengthwise along the lieam nr tines

The unpaired antler^ on the eonfcrory+ shows few senitehes, alihau^h the 
peelioj; eurfuec may cloak sutrii as may have been jirt^sent at one time. 
In coiitrast to the pjoreil antlers, it has been c!ut In %'arioiis plaeeflt anti 
tlie outs are not all of the same aj?e. Some on the Wis tine and on the 
beam here Jt bends sharply (H^. 3, No. 1) seem to have ijoen f ufc more 
recently with a shiirp knife. The reniahun|r ruts are much older and 
of diflerent charaefer 3, No- 2).

BROxNZE AGE URNS OF CLAY FROM ORKNEY" AND SHET¬ 
LAND. V^ ITU A NOTE ON VrTREOU?^ MATERIAL CALLED 
“ CRAM P.’* By J* ORA H A M CALLYN DER, LI., IL, F.8.A.Scot-. 
DiHKfrroR OF thk National Museum i>f AxTiQinTTEa, 

Short- casts containing cremated human remains sometimes accom- 
panieti by vessels of steatite, wliich are lielieved to bedong to the Bronze 
Age. have been reeorde<l quite frequently from Orkney ami in less 
nunil^rH frt:nn Shetland * but the number of graves eontaining elay urns 
of tlie periotl is limitedt as can he seen in our PrfxycedhiffSf voL Ixvii, 
p. 3-15, where 1 desiTihed all the satisfindory accounts of sueh vessels 
of pottery that had c^omc under ray notice* Any other rtK'ords that 
we can add to the list are^ therefore, of more than parsing interest to 
anycjiu* ptiidylng the remains of the Bronze Age in these northern 
islands. 

In one of the note-hooks of George I'etrie, Shoriff-fderk of Orkney^ 
a CYirresjKmding iMeml>er of the Society from 1848 to 1875^ which are 
preserved in Hie Museum,* is a very clear accinint of a cineraiy^ um 
found at Grimbister, parish of Firth, Orkneyt in 18.50* Recently four 
sketch-books and ^^nle drawings l> 3 - Grarge Petrie were presented to 
the Ijihrary by a graiitl-ntecc anil her daughter^ on a Loose shwt, datod 
1st November 1850, is a coJoured sketch of the urn. Hulike sti man)"

Rinsearth that one of his Tenants at O rim bister iii Firth had iliflCovered 
ft Inrgo olay Urn am;! at his request had left it in the position in which 
it was fouml until 1 eoiiid examine it. 1 went to the place and found 
the Urn, as it liad been disco ve red, |>liir:€Kl iKJttoni tip wards on a rudely 
dressed flat stone of ii eircidar form* It was not lii a cist- but mertily 
embedded in elay surrounded by large biucks of Stone and lum]is of 
a vitrilled siibstaTice known in Orkney by the name of lYamp.

The Urn was 15 inches in lieigbtt 15 iuchea 
in fluipieter at the mouth and 8 inc;bes at tlie iKittom arroHs which a 
piece of stone lay. The iMjttom had Iveeii crushed probably by the 
weight of the stone and the broken piecea lind fallen into the interior- 
Tlie Urn wan omninentofl with tliree incised riuga around the outride 
near the mouth aiid a further rtide attempt at ornament was tlisplaywl 
in rows of tootli-Uke incisions nmning in diagonal rows Iwtwcen the 
rings and tliC hp of the Uni- It was very evident that the Urn occupied 

original position and that wlien placed Ixittom upwards on the picc^c 
of tlngstone which was unclcr the mouth another piece of stone had been

The account of the fliscovery attaeiied to the drawing is fiuhstantiully 
the same, though mtber shorter, hut Petrie ventures the opiiuon that 
*'the lx>ttom when entire had been perforated with u small opening 
whicdi was coverc^l by the stone"’ that had lM?en placoii on tlie itivertetl 
base. Also he sn_vs that *'a fragment of the jawbone of a horse was 
said to have been picked up*'" and that ** fragments of a humiiri skull 
were in the urn.” 

1'lie vessel evidently was brown iti colour and had an upper vertical 
decorato<l rim portion, and a plain body whicb taiiercd downwards to 
a narrow Imse — quite u tyincal lute cinerarj’' urn* Evidently the 
height and the width of the base meutionecl were the measiiremeuts 
of the vc^iiiael in its damaged coiiditioUt oiid eonscipicntly it hail been 
several indies higher* ]iossibh' as much us Itt inc^hes* 

The vessel was eucirde<1 at tlie shoulder by two rcmiideii mouldings, 
and the spac^e above decorutcil with oblique tines slunttug dow'ii frtjm 
right to left* Although Petrie tleseribrsl them as Immg forme<l of 
"' tcMith-like incisions/" it is quite possible that they were impressions of 
a sinqjiy twistiHi cool sucdi as wcur so fritHiiiently on potterj" of this tj’pe 
from so many parts of the British Tslcs. Tlie suggeation that there hud 
bi^n o perfonition hi the base may be questioned. As for ilie iiresencc 
of a (‘ulcincd Jaw of a horse Petrie iloes tiot ai>jicar to liavo seen it, 1>ec>ause 
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it i-H nfjt mentionfHl in one nreount mid in the otlier lie only states that 
it was said to have been picked up. 

ilr >L CorriCi E.S.AiSr^ot^, luifl dmwn my attention to iinother old 
rei^ortl of ii c^liiy vc^seK evidently of the Bronze Aj^e^ ljut from ShetlaniL, 
publisliod in 1800.^ In a j^rave of an irregtilar semi-tn^tjifj^nial sha|ie, 
composed of six stones^ incasurjiig al>oxit 5 feet 10 iiu-lies in and 

width, and iwenMl by n lai^e enp-Htone, known ilh the “fiiniits^ Grave'^ 
on tlie top of the hill of Heatensetter, Laiidstin];^* ShathiiuL, were foand 
fra^^nients of i>ottcry and calcined bones. As one of the sharik had a 
*"string pattern"" on it ami seeing it was found with eremated remaiTiB, 
we are justilieii in it to have belorigt^d to tln^* Briinze Age. 

Ur Hunt, President of the Anthrt>|Tolpgi(^al Society at the time, who 
wrote the desc^ription, further rt^markc^i that this ]x>tter>" ^^essentlaHy 
ditiers iroin any foiiud elsewhere.'" He had distiovereil fjiiite a mimlier 
of steatite iiriis in graves^ but in a mound in Bressay, and in another at 
Safester Sandsting, he had found pieces of what lookei! like urns of 
jKitter^’'- They were ^"heavier thnn the usual British jiottery^* ami 
container] bits nf micaA One BXiggestion he put forward was that they 
were of steatite whirdi had difiintegrnted under the action cjf lire, and 
another that they bad been made of tins material in its soft state when 
newly rpjiirriet]. A friend, who wiib “no mean aiitliority on Britisli 
pottery/’ had no floiibt as to the fragmentH being genuine pottery 
althougii heavier than any 'VspeeiTnens of British pottery known to 
him/" Judging from exam]>LeH found in Khetluml in recent years, it is 
often very <liflicuU to deterniine wlietber tiny were of dccomj^™<^*d 
steatite* or hml been mmle of clay with crvished steatite addiHl to tt* 
instead of the pulvcrisefl stone ivhitdi is seen in most of the prehistorie 
pottery all over iJie country^

He examlncsl more tlian ii do:^^n short cists^ some of wdiich bad been 
previously disturln^d. In spite of tins, erami> was found among the 
iiudnerateil bones in at least ti'ii of tliein. In one f^ist only one pics^e 
the size of a bean was ref.-uvernL in another two fragmeiith. and in 
others more; the greatest number found hi a single gnive was about 
forty, hilt this was an exceptionally large rejm^si^ntiition. Tlie frag¬ 
ments fri>in theses cists were invariably small, none exceeding inch 
in length, an<l in form many resembJe^l pieces of grey cnniL One of 
the graves exaniioiHl was in the form of a small circular hutldlng of 
stiine eontaiiiiiig m\ urn of elay, w ithin wlilch were found four double 
handfuls of cremateil bones aitd ii double hnnilful of cramp, wbirfh, 
however, was generally in larger fragments than in the other graves, 
one iiifH'e measuring iticlies in lengtli.

The 
same may he tMiid of charvoab but its ociairrence amongst creiiuitefl 
liones in ]>rehistori<f graves in other parts of Scotland is quite common. 

Cram 11 w'lis found either adhering to the bones or the latter wert* 
emla-ddeti in the former in at least six of the Quandale graves, and also 
111 the other sevcii Indore referred to. It is tbus quite dear tiuit these 
pieces must have Ijoen priKliic^nl during the proc'ifss of cremation. In 
Orkney it Is a common iilea that crain]> wajs formed by the fusing of 
sand attai'lnxl to dry seaweetl while it wm being burnt, May it not Ih;

It is ditTewnt in Sandwiek i>ariHh, where so inutth cramp is still to 
be seen. 1’he ereiuntions which have taken place hero must have been 
veiy* numenms. as more than one hundred burial mounds win still be 
counted within its area, niid short cists arc very wanmon. It may he 
rcniarkdl that in Orkney the published disttoveries of liihumod burials 
are Inlinitely fewer than arc those of burials after cremation. As most 
of the 1 pari si I lies miles from the shore, it woidd be ncc*c?ssary at timcH 
to tmnsport the seaweed a long distance to the plaire of crenintion, 
where the resultant crantp would he left lying alxjut or. as we have seen,

insoluide ash (earbonaeeous and siliecHius matter, etc*,). The iodine 
content may range from 1 per eent. to (1 jii'r rent. Aeeordiiigly the 
higli c-ontent of aLkalii*s and c-hlorine in “ernmp” may ipjEte readily have 
lax'ii derivMl from a seutvcM'd fuel, part of the ash of wliieh las'iime fixed 
ill the slag diirJog fusion. 'Hie ahsenee of iodine found on ehemieal 
fiiialysis of the deeoni]HiHed "enim])" from the Rniisay steatite nrii does 
not nec-essarily invalidate this view, for the alkali i^Klides are volatile

'llie high I'ontent of pbcficphorus is diffnnilt to ai'ciount for, but may 
have been derivi^l from the bone ashes from the cremation. The ahsoneo

The temperatures available by simple heating with fuel enuld, of 
course, Iw coiieiderably inerensefl by a blast aetion, and from the et^ori- 
aceoua nature of the slags — wliicb in some cases are even of a pumiceous 
character — it seems not unlikely that some action of this kind has been 
earricfl out. It is diffic'ult otherwise to account for the extremely 
vesicular apjicurance of the "cramp,'* 
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
